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ACT  OF  1862  DONATING  LANDS  FOR  COLLEGES  OF  AGRICULTURE  AND 

MECHANIC  ARTS. 


[First  Mo>Till/Act.] 

AN  ACT  Donating  public  lands  to  the  several  States  aziQ  Territories  which  may  provide  colleges  for  the 
benefit  of  agrictiltme  and  the  mechanic  arts. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Rouse  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  there  be  granted  to  the  se^'oral  States,  for  the  purposes 
hereinafter  mentioned,  an  amount  of  public  land,  to  be  apportioned  to  each  State  a 
quantity  equal  to  thirty  thousand  acres  for  each  Senator  and  Representative  in  Con- 
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gress  to  which  the  States  are  respectively  entitled  by  the  apportionment  under  the 
census  of  eighteen  hundred  and  Bixty:  Provided,  That  no  mineral  lands  shall  be 
selected  or  purchased  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  land  aforesaid,  after  being  surveyed  shall 
be  apportioned  to  the  several  States  in  sections  or  subdivisions  of  sections,  not  less 
than  one-quarter  of  a  section;  and  whenever  there  are  public  lands  in  a  State  subject 
to  sale  at  private  entry  at  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cent^  per  acre,  the  quantity  to 
which  said  State  shall  be  entitled  shall  be  selected  from  such  lands  -vs-ithin  the  limit* 
of  such  State,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  hereby  directed  to  issue  to  each 
of  the  States  in  which  there  is  not  the  quantity  of  public  lands  subject  to  sale  at  private 
entry  at  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre  to  which  said  State  may  be  entitled 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  land  scrip  to  the  amount  in  acres  for  the  deficiency 
of  its  distributive  share;  said  scrip  to  be  sold  by  said  States  and  the  proceeds  thereof 
applied  to  the  uses  and  purposes  prescribed  in  this  act  and  for  no  other  use  or  purpose 
whatsoever:  Provided,  That  in  no  case  shall  any  State  to  which  land  scrip  may  thus 
be  issued  be  allowed  to  locate  the  same  within  the  limits  of  any  other  State  or  of  any 
Territory  of  the  United  States,  but  their  assignees  may  thus  locate  said  land  scrip 
upon  any  of  the  unappropriated  lands  of  the  United  States  subject  to  sale  at  private 
entry  at  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents,  or  less,  per  acre:  And  provided  further,  That 
not  more  than  one  milhon  acres  shall  be  located  by  such  assignees  in  any  one  of  the 
States:  And  provided  further,  That  no  such  location  shall  be  made  before  one  year 
from  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  the  expenses  of  management,  superin- 
tendence, and  taxes  from  date  of  selection  of  said  lands,  previous  to  their  sales,  and 
all  expenses  incurred  in  the  management  and  disbursement  of  the  moneys  which  may 
be  received  therefrom,  shall  be  paid  by  the  States  to  which  they  may  belong,  out  of 
the  treasury  of  said  States,  so  that  the  entire  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  lands  shall  be 
applied  without  any  diminution  whatever  to  the  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Sec.  4  (original).  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  moneys  derived  from  the  sale 
of  the  lands  aforesaid  by  the  States  to  which  the  lands  are  apportioned,  and  from  the 
sales  of  land  scrip  hereinbefore  provided  for,  shall  be  invested  in  stocks  of  the  United 
States  or  of  the  States,  or  some  other  safe  stocks,  yielding  not  less  than  five  per  centum 
upon  the  par  value  of  said  stocks;  and  that  the  moneys  so  invested  shall  constitute 
a  perpetual  fund,  the  capital  of  which  shall  remain  forever  undiminished  (except  so 
far  as  may  be  provided  in  section  five  of  this  act),  and  the  interest  of  which  shall  be 
inviolably  appropriated  by  each  State  which  may  take  and  claim  the  benefit  of  this 
act,  to  the  endowment,  support,  and  maintenance  of  at  least  one  college  where  the 
leading  object  shall  be,  without  excluding  other  scientific  and  classical  studies,  and 
including  military  tactics,  to  teach  such  branches  of  learning  as  are  related  to  agri- 
culture and  the  mechanic  arts,  in  such  manner  as  the  legislatures  of  the  States  may 
respectively  prescribe,  in  order  to  promote  the  liberal  and  practical  education  of  the 
industrial  classes  in  the  several  pursuits  and  professions  in  life. 

Sec.  4  fas  amended  Mar.  3,  1883).  That  all  moneys  derived  from  the  sale  of  lands 
aforesaid  by  the  States  to  which  lands  are  apportioned,  and  from  the  sales  of  land  scrip 
hereinbefore  provided  for,  shall  be  invested  in  stocks  of  the  United  States  or  of  the 
States,  or  some  other  safe  stocks;  or  the  same  may  be  invested  by  the  States  having 
no  State  stocks  in  any  other  manner  after  the  legislatures  of  such  States  shall  have 
assented  thereto,  and  engaged  that  such  funds  shall  yield  not  less  than  five  per  centum 
upon  the  amount  so  invested  and  that  the  principal  thereof  shall  forever  remain  unim- 
paired: Provided,  That  the  moneys  so  invested  or  loaned  shall  constitute  a  perpetual 
fund,  the  capital  of  which  shall  remain  forever  undiminished  (except  so  far  as  may  be 
provided  in  section  five  of  this  act),  and  the  interest  of  which  shall  be  inviolably  appro- 
priated, by  each  State  which  may  take  and  claim  the  benefit  of  this  act,  to  the  endow- 
ment, support,  and  maintenance  of  at  least  one  college  where  the  leading  object  shall 
be,  without  excluding  other  scientific  and  classical  studies,  and  including  military 
tactics,  to  teach  such  branches  of  learning  as  are  related  to  agriculture  and  the  mechanic 
art-fl,  in  such  manner  as  the  legislatures  of  the  States  may  rrsj^octively  prescribe,  in 
order  to  promote  the  liberal  and  practical  education  of  the  industrial  classes  in  the 
several  pursuits  and  professions  in  life. 

Sec  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  grant  of  land  and  land  scrip  hereby 
authorized  shall  be  made  on  the  following  conditions,  to  which,  as  well  as  to  the 
provisions  hereinbefore  contained,  th?i  pi^e\^ous  assent  of  the  several  States  shall  be 
signified  by  legislative  acts: 

First.  If  any  portion  of  the  fund  invested,  as  provided  by  the  foregoing  section, 
or  any  portion  of  the  interest  thereon,  shall,  by  any  action  or  contingency,  be  dimin- 
ished or  lost,  it  shall  be  replaced  by  the  State  to  which  it  belongs,  so  that  the  capital 
of  the  fund  shall  remain  forever  undiminished;  and  the  annual  interest  shall  b(> 
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regularly  applied  without  diminution  to  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  fourth  section 
of  this  act,  except  that  a  sum,  not  exceeding  ten  per  centum  upon  the  amount  received 
by  any  State  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  may  be  expended  for  the  purchase  of 
lands  for  sites  or  experimental  farms  whenever  authorized  by  the  respective  legis- 
latures and  States. 

Second.  No  portion  of  said  fund,  nor  the  interest  thereon,  shall  be  applied,  directly 
or  indirectly,  under  any  pretense  whatever,  to  the  purchase,  erection,  preservation, 
or  repair  of  any  building  or  buildings. 

Third.  Any  State  which  may  take  and  claim  the  benefit  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  provide,  within  five  years,  at  least  not  less  than  one  college,  as  described  in 
the  fourth  section  of  this  act,  or  the  grant  to  such  State  shall  cease;  and  said  State 
shall  be  bound  to  pay  the  United  States  the  amount  received  of  any  lands  previously 
sold  and  that  the  title  to  purchasers  under  the  State  shall  be  valid. 

Fourth.  An  annual  report  shall  be  made  regarding  the  progress  of  each  college, 
recording  any  improvements  and  experiments  made,  with  their  cost  and  results, 
and  such  other  matters,  including  State  industrial  and  economical  statistics,  as  may 
be  supposed  useful,  one  copy  of  which  shall  be  transmitted  by  mail  free,  by  each, 
to  all  the  other  colleges  which  may  be  endowed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
and  also  one  copy  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

Fifth.  When  lands  shall  be  selected  from  those  which  have  been  raised  to  double 
the  minimum  price,  in  consequence  of  railroad  grants,  they  shall  be  computed  to  the 
States  at  the  maximum  price  and  the  number  of  acres  proportionately  diminished. 

Sixth.  No  State  while  in  a  condition  of  rebellion  or  insurrection  against  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  this  act. 

Seventh.  No  State  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  act  unless  it  shall  express 
its  acceptance  thereof  by  its  legislature  within  two  years  from  the  date  of  its  approval 
by  the  President. 

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  land  scrip  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  not  be  subject  to  location  until  after  the  first  day  of  January,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-three. 

Sec  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  land  officers  shall  receive  the  same  fees 
for  locating  land  scrip  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  as  is  now  allowed  for  the 
location  of  military  bounty  land  warrants  under  existing  laws:  Provided,  That  their 
maximum  compensation  shall  not  be  thereby  increased. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  governors  of  the  several  States  to  which 
scrip  shall  be  issued  under  this  act  shall  be  required  to  report  annually  to  Congress 
all  sales  made  of  such  scrip  until  the  whole  shall  be  disposed  of,  the  amount  received 
for  the  same,  and  what  appropriation  has  been  made  of  the  proceeds.

ACT    OF    1866    EXTENDING    THE    TIME    WITfflN    WHICH    LAND-GRANT 
COLLEGES   MAY   BE   ESTABLISHED. 

AN  ACT  To  amend  the  fifth  section  of  an  act  entitl?5d  "An  act  donating  puhlic  lands  to  the  several 
States  and  Territories  which  may  provide  colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts," 
approved  July  2, 1862,  so  as  to  extend  the  time  within  which  the  provisions  of  said  act  shall  be  accepted 
and  such  colleges  established. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  time  in  which  the  several  States  may  comply  with 
the  pro\isions  of  the  act  of  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  entitled 
'  'An  act  donating  public  lands  to  the  several  States  and  Territories  which  may  pro- 
vide colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,"  is  hereby  extended 
so  that  the  acceptance  of  the  benefits  of  the  said  act  may  be  expressed  within  three 
years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  the  colleges  required  by  the  said  act  may  be 
provided  within  five  years  from  the  date  of  the  filing  of  such  acceptance  with  the 
Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office:  Provided,  That  when  any  Territory  shall 
become  a  State  and  be  admitted  into  the  Union  such  new  State  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  benefits  of  the  said  act  of  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  by 
expressing  the  acceptance  therein  required  within  three  years  from  the  date  of  its 
admission  into  the  Union,  and  providing  the  college  or  colleges  within  five  years 
after  such  acceptance,  as  prescribed  in  this  act:  Provided  further,  That  any  State 
which  has  heretofore  expressed  its  acceptance  of  the  act  herein  referred  to  shall  have 
the  period  of  five  years  within  which  to  provide  at  least  one  college,  as  described 
in  the  fourth  section  of  said  act,  after  the  time  for  pro\'iding  said  college,  according 
to  the  act  of  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  shall  have  expired.

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ACT    OF   1883   AMENDING   SECTION   4   OF   THE   ACT   OF   1862. 

AN  ACT  To  amend  an  act  donating  public  lands  to  the  several  States  and  Territories  which  may  pro- 
vide colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  fourth  section  of  the  act  donating  public  lands  to 
the  several  States  and  Territories  which  may  pro\ide  colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agri- 
culture and  the  mechanic  arts,  approved  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
two,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  4.  That  all  moneys  derived  from  the  sale  of  lands  aforesaid  by  the  States  to 
which  lands  are  apportioned,  and  from  the  sale  of  land  scrip  hereinbefore  proAided 
for,  shall  be  invested  in  stocks  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  States,  or  some  other 
safe  stocks;  or  the  same  may  be  invested  by  the  States  haA-ing  no  State  stocks,  in 
any  other  manner  after  the  legislatures  of  such  States  shall  have  assented  thereto, 
and  engaged  that  such  funds  shall  yield  not  less  than  five  per  centum  upon  the  amount 
so  invested  and  that  the  principal  thereof  shall  forever  remain  unimpaired:  Provided, 
That  the  moneys  so  invested  or  loaned  shall  constitute  a  perpetual  fund,  the  capital 
of  which  shall  remain  forever  undiminished  (except  so  far  as  may  be  proAdded  in 
section  five  of  this  act),  and  the  interest  of  which  shall  be  inviolably  appropriated, 
by  each  State  which  may  take  and  claim  the  benefit  of  this  act,  to  the  endowment, 
support,  and  maintenance  of  at  least  one  college  where  the  leading  object  shall  be. 
without  excluding  other  scientific  and  classical  studies,  and  including  military  tactics, 
to  teach  such  branches  of  learning  as  are  related  to  agriculture  and  the  mechanic 
arts,  in  such  manner  as  the  legislatures  of  the  States  may  respectively  prescribe,  in 
order  to  promote  the  liberal  and  practical  education  of  the  industrial  classes  in  the 
several  pursuits  and  professions  in  life.

ACT    OF    1890    FOR    THE    FURTHER    ENDOWMENT    OF    LAND-GRANT 

COLLEGES. 

[Second  Morrill  Act.l 

AN  ACT  To  apply  a  portion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  public  lands  to  the  more  complete  endowment  and 
support  of  the  colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts  estabUshed  under  the  pro"\"is- 
ions  of  an  act  of  Congress  approved  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  there  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  annually  appropriated,  out 
of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  other\vise  appropriated,  arising  from  the  sales  of 
public  lands,  to  be  paid  as  hereinafter  provided,  to  each  State  and  Territory  for  the 
more  complete  endowment  and  maintenance  of  colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture 
and  the  mechanic  arts  now  established,  or  which  may  be  hereafter  established,  in 
accordance  with  an  act  of  Congress  approved  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixt}- 
two,  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  for  the  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety,  and  an  annual  increase  of  the  amount  of  such  appropriation 
thereafter  for  ten  years  by  an  additional  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  over  the  pre- 
ceding year,  and  the  annual  amount  to  be  paid  thereafter  to  each  State  and  Territory 
shall  be  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  to  be  applied  only  to  instruction  in  agriculture, 
the  mechanic  arts,  the  English  language  and  the  various  branches  of  mathematical, 
physical,  natural,  and  economical  science,  with  special  reference  to  their  applications 
in  the  industries  of  life  and  to  the  facilities  for  such  instruction:  Provided,  That  no 
money  shall  be  paid  out  under  this  act  to  any  State  or  Territory  for  the  support  and 
maintenance  of  a  college  where  a  distinction  of  race  or  color  is  made  in  the  admission 
of  students,  but  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  such  colleges  separately  for 
white  and  colored  students  shall  be  held  to  be  a  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act  if  the  funds  received  in  such  State  or  Territory  be  equitably  divided  as  hereinafter 
set  forth:  Provided,  That  in  any  State  in  which  there  has  been  one  college  established  in 
pnrguance  of  the  act  of  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  also  in 
wnich  an  educational  institution  of  like  character  has  been  established,  or  may  be 
hereafter  established,  and  is  now  aided  by  such  State  from  its  own  revenue,  for  the 
education  of  colored  students  in  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,  however  named  or 
styled,  or  whether  or  not  it  has  received  money  heretofore  under  the  act  to  which  this 
act  is  an  amendment,  the  legislature  of  such  State  may  propose  and  report  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Interior  a  just  and  equitable  di\dsion  of  the  fund  to  be  received  under  this 
act,  between  one  college  for  white  students  and  one  institution  for  colored  students, 
established  as  aforesaid,  which  shall  be  divided  into  two  partes,  and  paid  accordingly, 
and  thereupon  such  institution  for  colored  students  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits 
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of  this  act  and  subject  to  its  provisions,  as  much  as  it  would  have  been  if  it  had  been 
included  under  the  act  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  the  fulfillment  of  the 
foregoing  provisions  shall  be  taken  as  a  compliance  with  the  provision  in  reference  to 
separate  colleges  for  white  and  colored  students. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  sums  hereby  appropriated  to  the  States  and  Territories  for  the 
further  endowment  and  support  of  colleges  shall  be  annually  paid  on  or  before  the 
thirty-first  day  of  July  of  each  year,  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  upon  the  warrant 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  to  the  State 
or  Territorial  treasurer,  or  to  such  other  oflftcer  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  laws  of 
such  State  or  Territory  to  receive  the  same,  who  shall  upon  the  order  of  the  trustees 
of  the  college  or  the  institution  for  colored  students,  immediately  pay  over  said  sums 
to  the  treasurers  of  the  respective  colleges  or  other  institutions  entitled  to  receive  the 
same,  and  such  treasurers  shall  be  required  to  report  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September  of  each  year 
a  detailed  statement  of  the  amount  so  received  and  of  its  disbursement.  The  grants 
of  moneys  authorized  by  this  act  are  made  subject  to  the  legislative  assent  of  the 
several  States  and  Territories  to  the  purpose  of  said  grants:  Proxided,  That  payments 
of  such  installments  of  the  appropriation  herein  made  as  shall  become  due  to  any  State 
before  the  adjournment  of  the  regular  session  of  legislature  meeting  next  after  the  pass- 
age of  this  act  shall  be  made  upon  the  assent  of  the  governor  thereof,  duly  certified  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  3.  That  if  any  portion  of  the  moneys  received  by  the  designated  officer  of  the 
State  or  Territory  for  the  further  and  more  complete  endowment,  support,  and  main- 
tenance of  colleges,  or  of  institutions  for  colored  students,  as  provided  in  this  act, 
shall,  by  any  action  or  contingency,  be  dismissed  or  lost,  or  be  misapplied,  it  shall 
be  replaced  by  the  State  or  Territory  to  which  it  belongs,  and  until  so  replaced  no 
subsequent  appropriation  shall  be  apportioned  or  paid  to  such  State  or  Territor>^;  and 
no  portion  of  said  moneys  shall  be  applied,  directly  or  indirectly,  under  any  pretense 
whatever,  to  the  purchase,  erection,  preservation,' or  repair  of  any  building  or  build- 
ings. An  annual  report  by  the  president  of  each  of  said  colleges  shall  be  made  to  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture,  as  well  as  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  regarding  the 
condition  and  progress  of  each  college,  including  statistical  information  in  relation  to 
its  receipts  and  expenditures,  its  librarj^  the  number  of  its  students  and  professors, 
and  also  as  to  any  improvements  and  experiments  made  under  the  direction  of  any 
experiment  stations  attached  to  said  colleges,  with  their  cost  and  results  and  such 
other  industrial  and  economical  statistics  as  may  be  regarded  as  useful,  one  copy 
of  which  shall  be  transmitted  by  mail  free  to  all  other  colleges  further  endowed  under 
this  act. 

Sec.  4.  That  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year,  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  ascertain  and  certify  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  as  to  each  State  and  Territory,  whether  it  is  entitled  to  receive  its  share  of 
the  annual  appropriation  for  colleges,  or  of  institutions  for  colored  students,  under 
this  act  and  the  amount  which  thereupon  each  is  entitled,  respectively,  to  receive. 
If  the  Secretary  of.  the  Interior  shall  withhold  a  certificate  from  any  State  or  Territory 
of  its  appropriation,  the  facts  and  reasons  therefor  shall  be  reported  to  the  President, 
and  the  amount  involved  shall  be  kept  separate  in  the  Treasury  until  the  close  of  the 
next  Congress,  in  order  that  the  State  or  Territory  may,  if  it  should  so  desire,  appeal  to 
Congress  from  the  determination  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.  If  the  next  Congress 
shall  not  direct  such  sum  to  be  paid  it  shall  be  covered  into  the  Treasury.  And  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  hereby  charged  with  the  proper  administration  of  this  law. 

Sec  5.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  annually  report  to  Congress  the  dis- 
bui-sements  which  have  been  made  in  all  the  States  and  Territories,  and  also  whether 
the  appropriation  of  any  State  or  Territory  has  been  withheld,  and,  if  so,  the  reasons 
therefor. 

_  Sec.  6,  Congress  may  at  any  time  amend,  suspend,  or  repeal  any  or  all  of  the  pro- 
visions 01  this  act.

PROVISIONS  OF  ACT  MAKING  APPROPRIATIONS  FOR  THE  UNITED 
STATES  DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE  FOR  THE  FISCAL  YEAR 
ENDING  JUNE  30,  1908,  FOR  THE  FURTHER  ENDOWMENT  OF  LAND- 
GRANT  COLLEGES. 

[Nelson  amendment.] 

*  *  *  That  there  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  annually  appropriated,  out  of  any 
money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  be  paid  as  hereinafter  provided, 
to  each  State  and  Territory  for  the  more  complete  endowment  and  maintenance  of 
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agricultural  colleges  now  established,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  established,  in 
accordance  with  the  act  of  Congress  approved  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
two,  and  the  act  of  Congress  approved  August  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety, 
the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  in  addition  to  the  sums  named  in  the  said  act,  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eight,  and  an  annual  increase 
of  the  amount  of  such  appropriation  thereafter  for  four  years  by  an  additional  sum 
of  five  thousand  dollars  over  the  preceding  year,  and  the  annual  sum  to  be  paid  there- 
after to  each  State  and  Territory  shall  be  fifty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  applied  only  for 
the  purposes  of  the  agricultural  colleges  as  defined  and  limit;ed  in  the  act  of  Congress 
approved  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  the  act  of  Congress 
approved  August  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety. 

That  the  sum  hereby  appropriated  to  the  States  and  Territories  for  the  further 
endowment  and  support  of  the  colleges  shall  be  paid  by.  to,  and  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  August  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety,  entitled  ''An  act  to  apply  a  portion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  public  lands  to 
the  more  complete  endowment  and  support  of  the  colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agricul- 
ture and  the  mechanic  arts  established  under  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  Congress 
approved  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,"  and  the  expenditure  of 
the  said  money  shall  be  governed  in  all  respects  by  the  provisions  of  the  said  act  of 
Congress  approved  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two.  and  the  said  act  of 
Congress  approved  August  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety:  Providfd,  That 
said  colleges  may  use  a  portion  of  this  money  for  proWding  courses  for  the  special 
preparation  of  instructors  for  teaching  the  elements  of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic 
arts.  •

MILITARY  TRAINING   AT   THE   LAND-GRANT   COLLEGES. 

Extract  from  an  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  for  making  further  and  more  effectual  provision 
for  the  national  defense  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  June  3, 1916,  and  to  establish  mihtary  justice. 

Sec.  40.  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps — Orgaxizatiox. — The  President 
is  hereby  authorized  to  establish  and  maintain  in  ci^il  educational  institutions  a 
Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps,  one  or  more  units  in  number,  which  shall  consist  of  a 
senior  division  organized  at  universities  and  colleges  granting  degrees,  including  State 
universities  and  those  State  institutions  that  are  required  to  pro^'ide  instructions  in 
military  tactics  under  the  act  of  Congress  of  July  2,  1862,  donating  lands  for  the  es- 
tablishment of  colleges  where  the  leading  object  shall  be  practical  instruction  in  agri- 
culture and  mechanic  arts,  including  military  tactics,  and  at  those  essentially  military 
schools  not  conferring  academic  degrees,  specially  designated  by  the  Secretary  of 
War  as  qualified,  and  a  junior  division  organized  at  all  other  public  and  private  edu- 
cational institutions,  and  each  division  shall  consist  of  units  of  the  several  arms,  corps, 
or  services  in  such  number  and  such  strength  as  the  President  may  prescribe:  Pro- 
vided, That  no  such  unit  shall  be  established  or  maintained  at  any  institution  until  an 
officer  of  the  Regular  Army  shall  have  been  detailed  as  professor  of  military  science 
and  tactics,  nor  until  such  institution  shall  maintain  under  military  instruction  at  least 
one  hundred  physically  fit  male  students,  except  that  in  the  case  of  units  other  than 
infantry,  cavalry  or  artillery  the  minimum  number  shall  be  fifty:  Provided  further. 
That  except  at  State  institutions  described  in  this  section,  no  unit  shall  be  established 
or  maintained  in  an  educational  institution  until  the  authorities  of  the  same  agree  to 
establish  and  maintain  a  two  years'  elective  or  compulsory  course  of  military  training 
as  a  minimum  for  its  physically-fit  male  students,  which  course,  when  entered  upon 
by  any  student,  shall,  as  regards  such  student,  be  a  prerequisite  for  graduation  unless 
he  is  relieved  of  this  obligation  by  regulations  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of 
War. 

Sec.  40a.  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps  Courses. — The  Secretary  of  War 
is  hereby  authorized  to  prescribe  standard  courses  of  theoretical  and  practical  military 
training  for  units  of  the  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps,  and  no  unit  of  such  corps 
shall  be  organized  or  maintained  at  any  educational  institution  the  authorities  of  which 
fail  or  neglect  to  adopt  into  their  curriculum  the  prescribed  courses  of  military  train- 
ing or  to  devote  at  least  an  average  of  three  hours  per  week  per  academic  year  to 
such  military  training,  except  as  provided  in  section  47c  of  this  act. 

Sec  40b.  Personnel  for  Duty  with  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps. — 
The  President  is  hereby  authorized  to  detail  such  numbers  of  officers,  warrant  officers, 
and  enlisted  men  of  the  Regular  Army,  either  active  or  retired,  as  may  be  necessary 
for  duty  as  professor  of  military  science  and  tactics,  assistant  professors  of  military 
science  and  tactics,  and  military  instructors  at  educational  institutions  ^yhere  one  or 
more  units  of  the  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps  are  maintained.    Id  time  of  peace 
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retired  officers,  retired  warrant  officers,  or  retired  enlisted  men  shall  not  be  detailed 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section  without  their  consent,  and  no  officer  on  the  active 
list  shall  be  detailed  for  recruiting  service  or  for  duty  at  a  school  or  college,  not  in- 
cluding schools  of  the  service,  where  officers  on  the  retired  list  can  be  secured  who 
are  competent  for  such  duty.  Hereafter  retired  officers  below  the  grade  of  brigadier 
general  and  retired  warrant  officers  and  enlisted  men  shall,  when  on  active  duty, 
receive  full  pay  and  allowances. 

Sec.  44.  Eligibility  to  membership  in  the  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps  shall 
be  limited  to  students  of  institutions  in  which  units  of  such  corps  may  be  established 
who  are  citizens  of  the  United  States,  who  are  not  less  than  fourteen  years  of  age,  and 
whose  bodily  condition  indicates  that  they  are  physically  fit  to  perform  military  duty, 
or  will  be  so  upon  arrival  at  military  age. 

Sec.  47.  Supplies  for  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps. — The  Secretary  of 
War,  under  such  regulations  as  he  may  prescribe,  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  to 
institutions  at  which  one  or  more  units  of  the  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps  are 
maintained  such  public  animals,  transportation,  arms,  ammunition,  supplies,  tentage, 
equipment,  and  uniforms  belonging  to  the  United  States  as  he  may  deem  necessary 
and  to  forage  at  the  expense  of  the  United  States  public  animals  so  issued,  to  pay 
commutation  in  lieu  of  uniforms  at  a  rate  to  be  fixed  annually  by  the  Secretary 
of  War,  and  to  authorize  such  expenditure  from  proper  Army  appropriations  as  he 
may  deem  necessary  for  the  efficient  maintenance  of  the  Reserve  Officers'  Training 
Corps.  He  shall  require  from  each  institution  to  which  property  of  the  United  States 
is  issued  a  bond  in  the  value  of  the  property  issued  for  the  care  and  safe-keeping 
thereof,  except  for  uniforms,  expendable  articles,  and  supplies  expended  in  operation, 
maintenance,  and  instruction,  and  for  its  return  when  required. 

Sec.  47a.  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps  Camps. — The  Secretary  of  War  is 
hereby  authorized  to  maintain  camps  for  the  further  practical  instruction  of  the 
members  of  the  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps,  no  such  camps  to  be  maintained 
for  a  longer  period  than  six  weeks  in  any  one  year,  except  in  time  of  actual  or 
threatened  hostilities;  to  transport  members  of  such  corps  to  and  from  such  camps 
at  the  expense  of  the  United  States  so  far  as  appropriations  will  permit,  to  subsist 
them  at  the  expense  of  the  United  States  while  traveling  to  and  from  such  camps 
and  while  remaining  therein  so  far  as  appropriations  will  permit,  or  in  lieu  of  trans- 
porting them  to  and  from  such  camps  and  subsisting  them  while  en  route,  to  pay 
them  travel  allowances  at  the  rate  of  5  cents  per  mile  for  the  distance  by  the  shortest 
usually  traveled  route  from  the  places  from  which  they  are  authorized  to  proceed  to 
the  camp  and  for  the  return  travel  thereto,  and  to  make  the  payment  of  travel  allow- 
ances for  the  return  journey  in  advance  of  the  actual  performance  of  the  same,  and  to 
admission  to  military  hospitals  at  such  camps,  and  to  furnish  medical  attendance 
and  supplies,  to  use  the  troops  of  the  Regular  Army,  and  such  Government  property 
as  he  may  deem  necessary,  for  the  military  training  of  the  members  of  such  corps 
while  in  attendance  at  such  camps;  and  to  prescribe  regulations  for  the  government 
of  such  camps. 

Sec  47b.  Appointment  of  Graduates  of  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps 
AS  Reserve  Officers. — The  President  alone,  under  such  regulations  as  he  may  pre- 
scribe, is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  as  a  reserve  officer  of  the  Army  of  the  United 
States  any  graduate  of  the  senior  division  of  the  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps 
who  shall  have  satisfactorily  completed  the  further  training  provided  for  in  section 
47a  of  this  act,  or  any  graduate  of  the  junior  di\T[sion  who  shall  have  satisfactorily 
completed  the  courses  of  military  training  prescribed  for  the  senior  division  and  the 
further  training  pro\ided  for  in  section  47a  of  this  act,  and  shall  have  participated  in 
such  practical  instruction  subsequent  to  graduation  as  the  Secretary  of  War  shall 
prescribe,  who  shall  have  arrived  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and  who  shall  agree, 
under  oath  in  writing,  to  serve  the  United  States  in  the  capacity  of  a  reserve  officer 
of  the  Army  of  the  United  States  during  a  period  of  at  least  five  years  from  the  date 
of  his  appointment  as  such  reserve  officer,  unless  sooner  discharged  by  proper  authority: 
Provided,  That  no  reserve  officer  appointed  pursuant  to  this  act  shall  be  entitled  to 
retirement,  or  to  retired  pay,  and  shall  be  eligible  for  pension  only  for  disability 
incurred  in  line  of  duty  in  active  service  or  while  serving  with  the  Army  pursuant  to 
pro\isions  of  this  act. 

Sec  47c.  Pay  and  Commutation  of  Subsistence,  Reserve  Officers'  Training 
Corps. — When  any  member  of  the  senior  division  of  the  Reserve  Officers'  Training 
Corps  has  completed  two  academic  years  of  service  in  that  division ,  and  has  been 
selected  for  advanced  training  by  the  president  of  the  institution  and  by  the  professor 
of  military  science  and  tactics,  and  has  agreed  in  writing  to  continue  in  the  Reserve 
Officers'  Training  Corps  for  the  remainder  of  his  course  at  the  institution,  devoting 
five  hours  per  week  to  the  military  training  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  and

has  agreed  in  writing  to  pursue  the  course  in  camp  training  prescribed  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  War,  he  may  be  furnished  at  the  expense  of  the  United  States  commutation 
of  subsistence  at  such  rate,  not  exceeding  the  costof  the  garrison  ration  prescribed  for 
the  Army,  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  during  the  remainder  of  his 
ser\'ice  in  the  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps,  not  exceeding  two  years:  Provided, 
That  any  medical,  dental,  or  veterinary  student  may  be  admitted  to  a  medical,  dental, 
or  veterinary  corps  unit  of  the  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps  for  a  course  of  train- 
ing at  the  rate  of  ninety  hours  of  instruction  per  annum  for  the  four  collegiate  years, 
and  if  at  the  end  of  two  years  of  such  training  he  has  been,  selected  by  the  professor 
of  military  science  and  tactics  and  the  head  of  the  institution  for  advanced  training, 
and  has  agreed  in  writing  to  continue  in  the  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps  for  the 
remainder  of  his  course  at  the  institution,  and  has  agreed  in  writing  to  pursue  the 
course  in  camp  training  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  he  may  be  furnished,  at 
the  expense  of  the  United  States,  with  commutation  of  subsistence  at  such  rate  not 
exceeding  the  cost  of  the  garrison  ration  prescribed  for  the  Army,  as  may  be  fixed 
by  the  Secretary  of  War,  during  the  remainder  of  his  service  in  the  Reserve  Officers' 
Training  Corps,  not  exceeding  two  years:  Provided  further,  That  any  reserve  officer 
who  is  also  a  medical,  dental,  or  veterinary  student  may  be  admitted  to  such  Medical, 
Dental,  or  Veterinary  Corps  unit  for  such  training,  under  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  the  Secretary  of  War  may  prescribe:  Provided  further,  That  members  of  the  Reserve 
Officers'  Training  Corps,  or  other  persons  authorized  by  the  Secretary  of  War  to  attend 
advanced  course  camps,  shall  be  paid  for  attendance  at  such  camps  at  the  rate  pre- 
scribed for  soldiers  of  the  seventh  grade  of  the  Regualr  Army. 

Extract  from  the  Natioaal  defense  act  of  June  3,  1916,  as  amended  June  4,  1920. 

Sec.  55c,  Military  Equipment  and  Instructors  at  Other  Schools  and  Col- 
leges.—The  Secretary  of  War  is  hereby  authorized,  under  such  regulations  as  he  may 
prescribe,  to  issue  such  arms,  tentage,  and  equipment  as  he  shall  deem  necessary  for 
proper  military  training  schools  and  colleges,  other  than  those  provided  for  in  section 
40  of  this  act,  having  a  course  of  military  training  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  War 
and  having  not  less  than  one  hundred  physically  fit  male  students  above  the  age  of 
fourteen  years;  and  the  Secretary  of  War  is  hereby  authorized  to  detail  such  available 
active  or  retired  officers,  warrant  officers,  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Regualr  Army  a^ 
he  may  deem  necessary  to  said  schools  and  colleges,  other  than  those  pro\'ided  for  in 
section  40  of  this  act:  Provided,  That  while  so  detailed  they  shall  receive  active  pay 
and  allowances:  Provided  further,  That  in  time  of  peace  retired  officers,  warrant  offi- 
cers, or  enlisted  men  shall  not  be  detailed  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  \vithout 
their  consent. 

RULINGS  OF  THE  WAR  DEPARTMENT  AFFECTING  MILITARY  TRAINING 
AT  THE  LAND-GRANT  COLLEGES. 

Regulations  and  instructions  of  the  War  Department  gov^erning 
the  establishment,  administration,  and  maintenance  of  the  Reserve 
Officers'  Training  Corps  at  educational  institutions  (including  the 
land-grant  colleges)  and  the  issue  of  Government  property  thereto 
are  given  in  detail  in  War  Department  Special  Regulations  Nos.  44, 
revised  June,  1921,  and  45,  1920.  ... 

Such  of  these  regulations  and  instructions  as  affect  especially  the 
land-grant  colleges  are  as  follows: 

16.  Land-grant  institutions. — The  provisions  of  the  act  of  June  3,  1916,  as  amended, 
and  of  these  regulations  do  not  affect  obligations  to  provide  military  instruction 
imposed  by  the  act  of  July  2,  1862,  upon  land-grant  institutions. 

Classes  MC,  M,  C,  SM. — Institutions  to  which  officers  of  the  Army  are  detailed 
under  the  provisions  of  the  national  defense  act  as  amended,  and  of  section  1225, 
Revised  Statutes,  will  be  classified  by  the  War  Department  as  follows: 

Class  MC. — Colleges  and  universities  (including  land-grant  institutions)  where  the 
curriculum  is  sufficiently  advanced  to  carry  with  it  a  degree,  whore  the  students  are 
habitually  in  uniform,  where  the  average  age  of  the  students  on  graduation  is  not  less 
than  21  years,  where  military  discipline  is  constantly  maintained,  and  where  one  of 
the  leading  objects  is  the  development  of  the  student  by  means  of  military  drill  and 
by  regulating  his  daily  conduct  according  to  the  principles  of  military  discipline. 
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Class  M. — Essentially  military  institutions  where  the  curriculum  is  not  sufficiently 
advanced  to  carry  with  it  a  degree,  or  where  the  ai'-erage  age  of  the  students  on  gradu- 
ation is  less  than  21  years. 

Class  C. — Colleges  and  universities  (including  land -grant  institutions)  not  essen- 
tially military,  where  the  curriculum  is  sufficiently  advanced  to  cany  with  it  a  degree, 
and  where  the  average  age  of  the  students  on  graduation  is  not  less  than  21  years. 

Class  SM. — Institutions  not  included  in  any  of  the  classes  mentioned  above. 
■    82.  "Distinguished  colleges,  "  requirements  and  number. — Not  exceeding  20  per  cent 
of  the  total  number  of  colleges  and  universities  which  maintain  exceptionally  efficient 
senior  units  of  the  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps  will  annually  be  designated  in 
War  Department  orders  as  "distinguished  colleges. " 

The  following  outlines  the  principal  factors  which  will  be  considered  in  the  annual 
determination  of  colleges  and  universities  which  will  be  designated  as  "distinguished 
colleges. " 

a.  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps  training  and  instruction  facilities. — Facilities 
for  outdoor  drill  and  field  exercises  and  for  indoor  drill  and  instruction.  Facilities 
for  storage  and  care  of  arms  and  equipment.  Facilities  for  indoor  and  outdoor  in- 
struction in  marksmanship.     Office,  recitation,  and  assembly-room  facilities. 

b.  Support  of  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps  training  by  the  institution. — Extent 
to  which  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps  training  is  compulsory.  Enforcement  of 
discipline.  General  support  and  encouragement  of  the  military  department.  Active 
cooperation  with  the  military  department  by  other  departments  of  the  institution. 

c.  Support  of  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps  Training  by  the  student  body. — Per- 
centage of  enrollment  in  the  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps  of  eligible  students. 
Percentage  of  enrollment  in  the  advanced  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps  course  of 
eligible  members  of  the  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps.  Percentage  of  attendance 
at  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps  summer  camps  of  eligible  members  of  the  Re- 
serve Officers'  Training  Corps.  Percentage  of  eligible  graduates  of  the  Reserve 
Officers'  Training  Corps  accepting  commission  in  the  Officers'  Reserve  Corps.  Total, 
enrollment  in  the  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps. 

d.  Efficiency  of  theoretical  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps  instruction. 

e.  Efficiency  of  practical  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps  instruction  and  training. — 
Appearance  and  discipline.  Physical  training.  Disciplinaiy  drills,  ceremonies,  etc. 
Extended  order  drills.  Field  exercises,  tactical  walks,  terrain  exercises,  etc.,  paying 
particular  attention  to  leadership,  use  of  arms  and  knowledge  of  fire  direction  and 
control.  ' 

83.  "Honor  military  schools.^ ^  requirements  and  number. — Not  exceeding  10  of  the 
total  number  of  essentially  military  schools  which  maintain  exceptionally  efficient 
Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps  units  will  annually  be  designated  in  War  Depart- 
ment orders  as  "honor  military  schools." 

The  factors  which  will  be  considered  in  the  annual  determination  of  the  "honor 
military  schools"  will  be  essentially  similar  to  those  outlined  in  the  preceding  para- 
gi'aph  for  "distinguished  colleges." 

36.  Visits  by  inspectors. — Inspectors  will  make  visits  of  inspection  to  the  various  edu- 
cational institutions  where  military  instruction  is  conducted  under  regulations 
prescribed  by  the  War  Department,  other  than  those  at  which  units  of  the  Reserve 
Officers"  Training  Corps  are  established,  as  follows: 

a.  To  institutions  where  military  training  is  conducted  under  the  provisions  of 
section  5G  of  the  national  defense  act,  two  visits;  the  first  to  fall  between  the  opening 
of  the  fall  term  and  the  25th  of  December  and  the  second  between  January  1  and  June 
1  in  each  school  year. 

b.  To  all  other  institutions  not  mentioned  in  subparagraph  a  above,  where  military 
instruction  is  conducted  under  regulations  prescribed  by  the  War  Department,  one 
visit,  to  fall  between  January  1  and  June  1  in  each  school  year. 

********* 
Selection  of  "distinguished  colleges'^  and  "honor  military  schools." — ^A  special  in- 
spection of  selected  educational  institutions  maintaining  Reserve  Officers'  Training 
Corps  units  and  recommended  for  such  inspection  by  department  or  corps  area  com- 
manders will,  if  practicable,  be  made  annually  by  such  board  as  may  be  directed  by 
the  Secretary  of  War  for  the  purpose  of  selecting  the  "distinguished  colleges"  and 
"honor  military  schools.  "  This  inspection  will  begin  about  April  1,  and  will  be  com- 
pleted on  or  about  June  15. 

After  careful  consideration  of  the  reports  of  this  inspection  the  board  will  prepare 
and  submit  to  the  Chief  of  Staff,  not  later  than  July  1,  the  list  of  institutions  recom- 
mended for  designation  as  "distinguished  colleges"  and  "honor  military  schools.  " 
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In  case  it  is  not  practicable  to  have  an  inspection  made  by  a  board  of  officers,  the 
method  of  designation  will  be  as  otherwise  prescribed  by  theSecretary  of  War. 

Institutions  ncominended  by  department  or  corps  area 'commanders  for  General  Staff 
inspection. — On  or  before  March  15  of  each  year,  department  or  corps  area  commanders 
will  forward  to  The  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army  lists  of  the  institutions  within  their 
departments  or  corps  areas  maintaining  units  of  the  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps 
which  are  recommended  for  inspection  by  a  board  of  officers  to  determine  their  eligi- 
bility for  designation  as  distinguished  colleges  or  honor  military-  schools.  For  the 
purpose  of  determining  whether  an  institution  should  be  recommended  for  such 
inspection,  each  unit  of  the  ReserA'e  Officers'  Training  Corps  maintained  thereat  will 
be  rated  and  the  ratings  combined. 

*  *  *  *  ■}(•  *  * 

The  inspection  officer,  upon  his  arrival  at  any  institution,  will  call  upon  the  chief 
administrative  officer  present  in  order  to  obtain  from  him  the  necessary  facilities 
for  the  performance  of  his  duties. 

******* 

Honor  graduates  of  honor  military  schools. — For  each  year  that  an  essentially  military 
school  is  desiganted  as  an  honor  military  school  one  member  of  the  class  graduating 
in  the  academic  year  following  that  in  which  the  inspection  is  held,  to  be  selected 
by  the  president  of  the  institution  and  the  professor  of  military  science  and  tactics, 
will,  upon  graduation,  be  rated  as  honor  gradua^te. 

Definition  of  ''honor  graduate.'' — The  term  "honor  graduate"'  is  understood  to 
apply  to  a  graduate  whose  attainments  in  scholarship  have  been  so  marked  as  to  receive 
the  approbation  of  the  president  of  the  school  or  college  and  whose  proficiency  in 
military  training  and  intelligent  attention  to  duty  have  merited  the  approbation  of 
the  professor  of  military-  science  and  tactics.  The  honor  graduate  must  be  a  citizen 
of  the  United  States,  unmarried,  of  exemplary  habits,  and  of  good  moral  character. 
.  ''Honor  graduates'"  of  ''honor  schools''  as  candidates  for  West  Point. — In  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  section  1,  act  of  May  4,  1916,  "honor  graduates"  of  "honor 
schools"  may  be  appointed  as  candidates  for  the  United  States  Military  Academy  at 
West  Point.  The  term  "honor  school"  mentioned  in  that  act  will  apply  to  "honor 
military  schools,"  Honor  graduates  of  "honor  military  schools"  will  be  selected 
for  appointment  as  cadets  of  the  United  States  Military  Academy  in  the  following 
manner: 

The  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army  will  maintain  a  roster  of  "honor  militan,-  schools  " 
as  determined  by  annual  War  Department  inspections  of  educational  institutions. 

At  an  early  date  in  each  year  The  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army  will  anticipate 
the  vacancies  in  the  Corps  of  Cadets  which  are  open  to  honor  graduates  and  will  make 
an  equitable  distribution  of  those  vacancies  among  the  "honor  military  schools" 
and  notify  them  accordingly.  Each  designated  institution  will  notify  The  Adjutant 
General  of  the  Army  of  the  name  of  the  selected  honor  graduate  from  that  year's 
graduating  class. 

An  honor  graduate  of  a  selected  institution  will,  without  mental  examination  but 
subject  to  a  satisfactory  physical  examination,  be  appointed  a  cadet  of  the  United 
States  Military  Academy  upon  the  certificate  of  the  head  of  the  institution  that  the 
appointee  is  the  honor  graduate  of  that  institution. 

RULINGS  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  BUREAU  OF  EDUCATION  RELATIVE 
TO  LAND-GRANT   COLLEGES.' 

USE  OF  1862  LAND-GRANT  FUNDS, 

A  decision  of  the  Assistant  Attorney  General  rules,  "In  \'iew  of  the  fact  that  the  acts 
in  question  fJuly  2,  1862,  August  30,^1890,  and  March  4,  1907)  require  the  investment 
of  funds  to  be  made  in  specific  securities,  at  not  less  than  a  specified  rate  of  interest, 
and  that  the  entire  proceeds  be  applied,  without  diminution,  to  the  purposes  men- 
tioned in  the  acts;  of  the  fact  that  the  acts  require  that  any  funds  diminished,  lost,  or 
misapplied  shall  be  replaced  by  the  State:  that  the  act  of  August  30,  1890,  makes  it 
incumbent  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  ascertain  and  certify  as  to  whether 
the  several  States  and  Territories  are  entitled  to  their  respective  shares,  and  implies 
that  he  should  withhold  a  certificate  from  any  State  or  Territory  not  thereto  entitled, 
justify  the  Department  [of  the  Interior]  in  requiring  such  institutions  to  submit  tho 
necessary  facts  to  enable  it  to  determine  whether  the  appropriations  are  being  properly

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invested,  maintained,  and  applied,  you  [the  Commissioner  of  Education]  are  ac- 
cordingly advised  that  *  *  *  this  Department  [of  the  Interior]  is  authorized, 
under  the  acts  of  Congress  cited,  to  require  a  statement  in  detail  from  the  several 
land-grant  States  or  institutions  of  the  disbursements  of  the  annual  income  received 
by  them  under  said  act  of  July  2,  1862,  and  supplementary  acts,  and  that  this  may  be 
done  through  your  office." 

In  conformity  therewith  the  attention  of  State  legislatures.  State  officers,  and  officers 
of  institutions  recei\-ing  the  benefit  of  these  acts,  is  respectfully  called  to  the  following 
provisions  : 

1.  The  amendment  of  July  23,  1866,  extends  the  provisions  of  the  original  act  of 
July  2,  1862,  to  all  new  States,  "That  when  any  Territory  shall  become  a  State  and  be 
admitted  into  the  Union,  such  new  State  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  said 
act  of  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  "sixty- two." 

2.  Both  in  the  original  act  and  in  the  amendment  of  1883,  it  is  pro\dded  that  the 
money  derived  from  the  sale  of  lands  and  from  the  sale  of  land  scrip  shall  be  invested 
at  not  less  than  5  per  cent  interest  and  shall  constitute  a  perpetual  fund. 

It  is  held  that  if  the  investment  yields  less  than  5  per  cent  the  State  must  make  up 
the  deficiency. 

3.  The  interest  shall  be  regularly  applied  without  diminution  to  the  endowment, 
support,  and  maintenance  of  at  least  one  college,  where  the  leading  object  shall  be, 
without  excluding  other  scientific  and  classical  studies,  and  including  military  tactics, 
to  teach  such  branches  of  learning  as  are  related  to  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts. 

It  is  held  that  the  proceeds  from  rentals,  sale  of  timber  rights,  water  rights,  or  other 
pri\ileges,  and  interest  on  deferred  payments  of  purchase  money  partake  of  the  same 
character  as  the  income  from  invested  funds  and  must  be  devoted,  without  diminu- 
tion, to  the  purposes  as  set  forth  above. 

It  is  held  that  instruction  in  the  industries  for  women  is  included  in  instruction  in 
agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts.    "" 

4.  The  income  from  this  fund  is  not  a  fiscal  year  or  limited  fund.  It  must  remain 
forever  at  the  disposal  of  the  institution  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  fund.  Nor 
may  it  ever  be  covered  into  general  State  funds  or  used  for  general  State  purposes. 
There  can  be  no  default  to  the  State  by  the  institution. 

5.  It  is  held  that  the  act  of  1890  (26  Stat.  417)  with  the  amendment  of  1907  (34  Stat. 
1281)  is  supplementary  to  the  act  of  1862  (12  Stat.  503),  therefore  any  default  in  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  1862  renders  the  State  liable  to  noncertification  for  the  annual 
Installments  of  the  funds  appropriated  by  the  acts  of  1890  and  1907. 

6.  The  only  restriction  placed  by  the  acts  of  Congress  of  July  2,  1862,  upon  the  ex- 
penditure of  the  income  derived  from  the  sale  of  public  lands  granted  for  the  en- 
dowment of  colleges  of  agriculture  and  thp  mechanic  arts  and  the  investment  of  the 
purchase  money  is  that  no  part  of  such  income  may  be  expended  for  the  purchase, 
erection,  preservation,  or  repair  of  any  building  or  buildings,  nor  may  this  income  be 
used  for  the  purchase  of  land. 

USE  OF  MORRILL-NELSON  FUNDS. 

EXPENDITURE    OF   ANNUAL   APPROPRIATION. 

The  funds  annually  appropriated  by  the  act  of  August  30,  1890,  must  be  expended 
during  the  year  for  which  they  are  appropriated  and  for  the  purposes  specified  in  the 
said  act,  and  can  not  be  allowed  to  accumulate  in  the  form  of  an  unexpended  balance 
or  be  invested  as  a  permanent  interest-bearing  fund  (decision  of  the  Assistant  Attorney 
General,  June  20,  1899).  The  department  will  insist  on  the  expenditure  annually 
of  substantially  the  entire  amount  appropriated  by  the  act  of  August  30,  1890,  and  the 
act  of  March  4,  1907,  and  boards  of  control  of  agricultural  and  mechanical  colleges  are 
requested  to  make  provision  for  such  expenditures.  When,  however,  the  condition 
of  the  institution  is  such  that  the  funds  can  not  be  spent  advantageously,  an  unex- 
pended balance  will  be  allowed  to  remain  over  to  the  following  year.  This  will  be 
allowed  only  when  it  is  shown  that  plans  are  prepared  for  the  eventual  use,  not  only 
of  all  unexpended  balances,  but  also  of  the  regular  annual  installments. 

USES    DEFINED. 

The  funds  are  "to  be  applied  only  to  instruction  in  agriculture,  the  mechanic 
arts,  the  English  language,  and  the  various  branches  of  mathematical,  physical, 
natural,  and  economic  science,  with  special  reference  to  their  applications  in  the 
industries  of  life,  and  to  the  facilities  for  such  instruction"  and  "for  providing  courses 
for  the  special  preparation  of  instructors  for  teaching  the  elements  of  agriculture  and 
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mechanic  arts. "  It  is  held  that  this  language  authorizes  the  purchase  from  this  money 
of  apparatus,  machinery,  textbooks,  reference  books,  stock,  and  material  used  in 
instruction,  or  for  the  purposes  of  illustration  in  connection  with  any  of  the  branches 
enumerated,  and  the  payment  of  salaries  of  instructors  in  said  branches  only;  but,  in 
case  of  machinery  (such  as  boilers,  engines,  pumps,  etc.)  and  farm  stock,  wliich  are 
made  to  serve  for  both  instructional  and  other  purposes,  the  Federal  funds  may  be 
charged  with  only  an  equitable  portion  of  the  cost  of  said  machinery  and  stock. 

CAN    NOT    BE    USED   FOR    BUILDINGS    AND- LAND. 

The  expenditure  of  any  portion  of  these  funds  for  the  purchase,  erection,  preserva- 
tion, or  repair  of  any  building  or  buildings  under  any  pretense  whatever  is  specifically 
prohibited  by  the  act  (sec.  3);  the  purchase  of  land  is  not  allowable  (decision  of  As- 
sistant Attorney  General,  March,  1891),  nor  expenditures  for  permanent  improvement 
to  buildings,  grounds,  and  farms,  such  as  clearing,  draining,  and  fencing  of  land. 

OTHER    PURPOSES    FOR    WHICH   THE    FUNDS    CAN    NOT    BE    USED. 

(a)  The  salaries  of  purely  administrative  officers,  such  as  treasurers  (decision  of 
Assistant  Attorney  General,  March  7,  1894),  presidents,  secretaries,  bookkeepers, 
janitors,  watchmen,  etc.,  can  not  be  charged  to  this  fund,  nor  the  salaries  of  other 
administrative  officers,  like  superintendents,  foremen,  and  matrons,  nor  the  wages 
of  unskilled  laborers  and  assistants  in  shops,  laboratories,  and  fields; 

(6)  Nor  may  this  fund  be  used  for  the  salaries  of  instructors  improperly  trained  or 
incompetent  for  the  positions  they  are  supposed  to  fill;  nor  may  it  be  used  for  salaries 
or  expenses  of  the  experiment  station  staff,  nor  for  instructors  employed  in  research 
work  or  in  collecting,  classifying  and  arranging  specimens,  collections,  or  exhibits: 

(c)  Nor  can  it  be  expended  for  heating  or  lighting  buildings,  musical  instruments, 
military  equipment,  furniture,  cases,  shelving,  desks,  blackboards,  tables,  lockers, 
salaries  of  instructors  in  philosophy,  psychology,  ethics,  logic,  history,  ci\il  govern- 
ment, pedagogy,  military  science  and  tactics,  and  in  ancient  and  modern  languages 
(except  English) ; 

(d)  Nor  can  it  be  expended  for  instruction  in  the  elementary  subjects,  or  their 
equivalents,  included  in  the  first  six  years  of  the  course  of  study  of  the  public  schools 
of  the  States  in  which  each  institution  is  located,  excepting  for  students  fourteen 
years  of  age  and  over  who  are  devoting  at  least  one-half  of  their  time  to  industrial 
subjects  as  preparatory  work  in  the  mechanical  trades,  industries  for  women,  or 
agriculture. 

When  an  administrative  officer  also  gives  instruction  in  any  of  the  branches  of 
study  mentioned  in  the  act  of  August  30,  1890,  or  when  an  instructor  gives  such  in- 
struction and  also  devotes  part  of  his  time  to  giving  instruction  in  branches  of  study 
not  mentioned  in  the  said  act,  only  a  part  of  such  person's  salary  proportionate  to  the 
time  devoted  to  giving  instruction  in  the  branches  of  study  mentioned  in  the  said 
act  of  August  30,  1890,  can  be  charged  to  these  funds.  In  the  division  of  time  be- 
tween instructional  and  other  services,  one  hour  of  instruction  shall  be  regarded  as 
the  equivalent  of  two  hours  of  administrative,  supervisory,  or  experiment  station 
work. 

EXTENSION    WORK. 

No  part  of  the  funds  received  under  the  provisions  of  the  acts  of  1890  and  1907 
may  be  used  for  any  form  of  extension  work,  and  all  instruction  must  be  given  at  the 
institutions  receiving  these  funds,  except  that  a  reasonable  portion  of  the  funds  pro- 
vided by  the  act  of  1907  may  be  used  for  the  instruction  of  teachers  in  agriculture, 
mechanic  arts,  and  domestic  science  at  summer  schools,  teachers'  institutes,  and  by 
correspondence,  and  in  supervising  and  directing  work  in  these  subjects  in  high 
schools. 

TRAINING    OF   TEACHERS. 

All  or  a  part  of  the  funds  provided  by  the  act  of  March  4,  1907,  rnay  be  used  "for 
providing  courses  for  the  special  preparation  Df  instructors  for  teaching  the  elements 
of  agriculture  and  mechanic  arts."  It  is  held  that  this  language  authorizes  expendi- 
tures for  instruction  in  the  history  of  agriculture  and  industrial  education,  in  methods 
of  teaching  agriculture,  inechanic  arts,  and  home  economics,  and  also  for  special  aid 
and  supervision  given  to  teachers  actively  engaged  in  teaching  agriculture,  me- 
chanic arts,  and  home  economics  in  public  schools.  It  does  not  authorize  expendi- 
tures for  general  courses  in  pedagogy,  psychology,  history  of  education,  and  methods 
of  teaching.

REGULATIONS  OF  THE  POST  OFFICE  DEPARTMENT  CONCERNING  FREE 
TRANSMISSION   OF  LAND-GRANT    COLLEGE   PUBLICATIONS. 

Section  502  of  the  Postal  Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  United 
States  (1913)  relating  to  the  free  transmission  of  reports  of  agricul- 
tural colleges  reads  as  follows : 

Sec.  502.  One  copy  of  each  of  the  annual  reports  required  by  law  to  be  made  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  by  such  colleges  as 
are  or  may  hereafter  be  established  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic 
arts  in  the  several  States  and  Territories  under  the  pro\-isions  of  the  act  of  July  2,  1862, 
entitled  ''An  act  donating  public  lands  to  the  several  States  and  Territories,  which 
may  provide  colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,"  and  the 
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acts  amendatory  thereof  *  -  *  shall  be  transmitted  by  mail  free,  by  each,  to 
all  the  other  colleges  which  may  be  endowed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  (of 
July  2,  1862),  and  also  one  copy  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture. 

2.  Postmasters  at  offices  where  colleges  are  established  under  the  provisions  of  the 
act  of  July  2,  1862,  shall  receive  from  the  officers  thereof  the  reports  referred  to 
addressed,  one  copy  each,  to  such  other  colleges  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  and  affix  to  each  a  penalty  label  or  official  en\-elope 
of  the  post  office,  and  forward  the  same  free. 

CLAUSE  IN  ACT  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  PRINTING,  BINDING,  AND  DISTRI- 
BUTION OF  PUBLIC  DOCUMENTS,  CONSTITUTING  THE  LAND- GRANT 
COLLEGES   DEPOSITORIES. 

All  land-grant  college:>  shall  be  constituted  a^  depositories  for  public  documents 
subject  to  the  provisions  and  limitations  of  the  depository  laws. 
Approved,  March  1,  1907  (34  Stat.  L.  1012,  1014 1. 

CERTIFICATION  OF  INDIAN  SCHOOL  OR  AGENCY  FARMERS  BY  LAND- 
GRANT    COLLEGES. 

A  provision  in  the  act  (Public  390,  64th  Cong.,  approved  March  2, 
1917)  making  appropriations  for  the  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  requires 
that  every  farmer  or  expert  farmer  hereafter  appointed  for  an 
Indian  school  or  agency  farm  whose  salary  is  to  be  S50  or  more  per 
month  shall  have  '^a  certificate  of  competency  showing  that  he  is  a 
farmer  of  actual  experience  and  qualified  to  instruct  others  in  the 
art  of  practical  agriculture"  from  ^^the  president  or  dean  of  the 
State  agricultural  college  of  the  State  in  which,  his  services  are  to 
be  rendered,  or  b}^  the  president  or  dean  of  the  State  agricultural 
college  of  an  adjoining  State." 

VOCATIONAL  EDUCATION  UNDER  THE  SMITH-HUGHES  ACT. 

COOPERATION     BETWEEN     THE     FEDERAL     GOVERNMENT    AND     THE 

STATES. 

The  Smith-Hughes  Act  provides  a  scheme  of  cooperation  between  the  Federal 
Government  and  the  States  for  the  promotion  of  vocational  education  in  the  fields 
of  agriculture,  trade,  home  economics,  and  industry. 

Under  this  act  the  Federal  Government  does  not  propose  to  undertake  the  organi- 
zation and  immediate  direction  of  vocational  training  in  the  States,  but  does  agree  to 
make  from  year  to  year  substantial  financial  contribution  to  its  support.  1 1  undertakes 
to  pay  over  to  the  States  annually  certain  sums  of  money  and  to  cooperate  in  fostering 
and  promoting  vocational  training  and  the  training  of  vocational  teachers.  The 
grants  of  Federal  money  are  conditional,  and  the  acceptance  of  these  grants  imposes 
upon  the  States  specific  obligations  to  expend  the  money  paid  over  to  them  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  act. 

AGENCIES    OF    COOPERATION. 

The  machinery  established  by  the  act  is  devised  to  secure  effective  cooperation 
in  promoting  vocational  education.  The  law  provides  for  the  appointment  by  the 
President  of  a  representative  Federal  Board  for  Vocational  Education.  The  members 
of  this  board  are  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  the  Secretary  of  Commerce,  the  Secre- 
tary of  Labor,  and  the  Commissioner  of  PMucation,  together  with  three  citizens  who 
represent,  respectively,  the  manufacturing  and  commercial,  the  agricultural,  and  the 
labor  interests  of  the  Nation.  One  member  is  elected  annually  l)y  the  board  as 
chairman. 

To  provide  a  cooperative  agency  in  the  States,  the  act  requires  that  State  legislatures 
must  create  a  State  board  for  vocational  education  of  not  less  than  three  members,  to 
cooperate  with  the  Federal  board.  After  the  appointment  or  designation  of  such  a 
board,  any  State  may  accept  the  benefits  of  the  appropriations  made  under  the  law. 
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The  scheme  of  education  proposed  contemplates  that  each  State  shall  submit  to 
the  Federal  board  a  plan  outlining  the  method  by  which  it  proposes  to  conduct  its 
vocational  education  activities.  These  plans  the  Federal  board  must  carefully 
examine;  and  if  it  finds  them  to  be  in  conformity  with  the  spirit  and  purpose  of  the 
act,  it  is  authorized  to  direct  that  the  moneys  apportioned  to  the  various  States  be  paid. 
In  other  words,  partly  by  the  act  itself,  partly  by  the  Federal  board,  and  partly  by 
the  State  board  in  cooperation  with  the  Federal  board,  standards  of  vocational  educa- 
tion are  established  meeting  the  approbation  of  both  the  State  and  Federal  Govern- 
ments. Each  in  its  own  field  supreme,  the  State  board  and  the  Federal  board,  in 
order  to  function  at  all,  must  come  together  on  the  ground  thus  briefly  described. 

THE   SMITH-HUGHES   ACT. 

AN  ACT  To  provide  for  the  promotion  of  vocational  education;  to  provide  for  cooperation  with  the  States 
in  promotion  of  such  education  in  agriculture  and  the  trades  and  industries:  to  provide  for  cooperation 
with  the  States  in  the  preparation  of  teachers  of  vocational  subjects:  and  to  appropriate  money  and 
regulate  its  expenditure. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Se)iate  and  House  of  Representatives  oj  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  there  is  hereby  annually  appropriated,  out  of  any  money 
in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  sums  provided  in  sections  two,  three, 
and  four  of  this  act,  to  be  paid  to  the  respective  States  for  the  purpose  of  cooperating 
with  the  States  in  paying  the  salaries  of  teachers,  supervisors,  and  directors  of  agri- 
cultural subjects,  and  teachers  of  trade,  home  economics,  and  industrial  subjects, 
and  in  the  preparation  of  teachers  of  agricultiu-al,  trade,  industrial,  and  home 
economics  subjects:  and  the  sum  provided  for  in  section  seven  for  the  use  of  the  Federal 
Board  for  Vocational  Education  for  the  administration  of  this  act  and  for  the  purpose 
of  making  studies,  investigations,  and  reports  to  aid  in  the  organization  and  conduct 
of  vocational  education,  which  sums  shall  be  expended  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  That  for  the  purpose  of  cooperating  with  the  States  in  paying  the  salaries 
of  teachera,  supervisors,  or  directors  of  agricultural  subjects  there  is  hereby  appro- 
priated for  the  use  of  the  States,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  the  sum  of  8500,000; 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nineteen,  the  sum 
of  $750,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundi'ed  and  twenty, 
the  sum  of  $1,000,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
twenty-one,  the  sum  of  §1,250,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  twenty-two,  the  sum  of  81,500,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thir- 
tieth, nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-three,  the  sum  of  81,750.000;  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-four,  the  sum  of  $2,000,000; 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-five,  the 
sum  of  82,500,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
twenty-six,  and  annually  thereafter,  the  sum  of  $3,000,000.  Said  sums  shall  be 
allotted  to  the  States  in  the  proportion  which  their  rural  population  bears  to  the  total 
rural  population  in  the  United  States,  not  including  outlj'ing  possessions,  according 
to  the  last  preceding  United  States  census:  Proriie'^f,  That  the  allotment  of  funds 
to  any  State  shall  be  not  less  than  a  minimum  of  85,000  for  any  fiscal  year  prior  to 
and  including  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
three,  nor  less  than  810,000  for  any  fiscal  year  thereafter,  and  there  is  hereby  appro- 
priated the  following  sums,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  which  shall  be 
used  for  the  purpose  of  providing  the  minimum  allotment  to  the  States  provided 
for  in  this  section:  For  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
eighteen,  the  sum  of  $48,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  nineteen,  the  sum  of  834,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  twenty,  the  sum  of  824,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-one,  the  sum  of  818,000;  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-two,  the  sum  of  $14,000;  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-three,  the  sum  of 
$11,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-four, 
the  sum  of  $9,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
twenty-five,  the  sum  of  $34,000;  and  annually  thereafter  the  sum  of  $27,000. 

Sec.  3.  That  for  the  purpose  of  cooperating  with  the  States  in  paying  the  salaries 
of  teachers  of  trade,  home  economics,  and  industrial  subjects  there  is  hereby  appro- 
priated for  the  use  of  the  States,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  eighteen,  the  sum  of  $500,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  nineteen,  the  sum  of  $750,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty,  the  sum  of  $1,000,000;  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-one,  the  sum  of  $1,250,000;  for 
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the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-two,  the  sum  of 
$1,500,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
three,  the  sum  of  31,750,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred 
and  twenty-four,  the  sum  of  $2,000,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth, 
ninsteen  hundred  and  twenty-five,  the  sum  of  $2,500,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
Jun3  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-six,  the  sum  of  83,000,000;  and  annually 
thereafter  the  sum  of  $3,000,000.  Said  sums  shall  be  allotted  to  the  States  in  the 
proportion  which  their  urban  population  bears  to  the  total  urban  population  in  the 
United  States,  not  including  outlying  possessions,  according  to  the  last  preceding 
Unite i  States  census:  Provided,  That  the  allotment  of  funds  to  any  State  shall  be  not 
less  than  a  minimum  of  $5,000  for  any  fiscal  year  prior  to  and  including  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-three,  nor  less  than  $10,000  for 
any  fiscal  year  thereafter,  and  there  is  hereby  appropriated  the  foUowins:  sums,  or 
so  much  thereof  as  may  be  needed,  which  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  pro\T.din 
the  minimum  allotment  to  the  States  provided  for  in  this  section:  For  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  the  sum  of  866,000;  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nineteen,  the  sum  of  $46,000: 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty,  thp  sum  of 
$31,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-one, 
the  sum  of  $28,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
twenty-two,  the  sum  of  $25,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  twenty-three,  the  sum  of  $22,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth 
nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-four,  the  sum  of  $19,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-five,  the  sum  of  $56,000;  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-six,  and  annuallv  thereafter, 
the  sum  of  $50,000. 

That  not  more  than  twenty  per  centum  of  the  money  appropriated  under  this 
act  for  the  payment  of  salaries  of  teachers  of  trade,  home  economics,  and  industrial 
subjects,  for  any  year,  shall  be  expended  for  the  salaries  of  teachei-s  of  home  economics 
subjects. 

Sec.  4.  That  for  the  purpose  of  cooperating  with  the  States  in  preparing  teachei-s, 
supervisors,  and  directors  of  agricultural  subjects  and  teachers  of  trade  and  industrial 
and  home  economics  subjects  there  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  States 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  the  sum 
of  $500,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nineteen, 
the  sum  of  $700,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
twenty,  the  sum  of  $900,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  twenty-one,  and  annually  thereafter,  the  sum  of  $1,000,000.  Said  sums 
shall  be  allotted  to  the  States  in  the  proportion  which  their  population  bears  to  the 
total  population  of  the  United  States,  not  including  outlying  possessions,  according  to 
the  last  preceding  United  States  census:  Provided,  That  the  allotment  of  funds  to  any 
State  shall  be  not  less  than  a  minimum  of  $5,000  for  any  fiscal  year  prior  to  and  includ- 
ing the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nineteen,  nor  less  than 
$10,000  for  any  fisc?l  year  thereafter.  And  there  is  hereby  appropriated  the  following 
sums,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  needed,  which  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
pro^iding  the  minimum  allotment  provided  for  in  this  section:  For  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  the  sum  of  $46,000;  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nineteen,  the  sum  of  832,000; 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty,  the  sum  of 
$24,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  tliirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-one, 
and  annually  thereafter,  the  sum  of  $90,000. 

Sec.  5.  That  in  order  to  secure  the  benefits  of  the  appropriations  pro\'ided  for  in 
sections  two,  three,  and  four  of  this  act,  any  State  shall,  through  the  legislative 
authority  thereof,  accept  the  provisions  of  tliis  act  and  designate  or  create  a  State 
board,  consisting  of  not  less  than  three  members,  and  having  all  necessary  power  to 
cooperate,  as  herein  pro\ided,  with  the  Federal  Board  for  ^''ocational  Kducation  in 
the  administration  of  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  State  board  of  education,  or 
other  board  liaving  charge  of  the  administration  of  public  education  in  the  State,  or 
any  State  board  lia\ing  charge  of  the  administration  of  any  kind  of  vocational  educa- 
tion in  the  State  may,  if  the  State  so  elect,  be  designated  as  the  State  board,  for  the 
purposes  of  this  act. 

In  any  State  the  legislature  of  which  does  not  meet  in  nineteen  hundi-ed  and 
seventeen,  if  the  governor  of  that  State,  so  far  as  lie  is  authorized  to  do  so,  shall 
accept  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  designate  or  create  a  State  board  of  not  less  than 
three  members  to  act  in  cooperation  with  the  Federal  ]3oard  for  Vocational  Education, 
the  Federal  board  shall  recognize  such  local  board  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  until 
the  legislature  of  such  State  meets  in  due  course  and  has  been  in  session  sixty  days. 
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Any  State  may  accept  the  benefits  of  any  one  or  more  of  the  respective  funds  herein 
appropriated,  and  it  may  defer  the  acceptance  of  the  benefits  of  any  one  or  more  of 
such  funds,  and  shall  be  required  to  meet  only  the  conditions  relative  to  the  fund  or 
funds  the  benefits  of  which  it  has  accepted:  Provided,  That  after  June  thirtieth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  twenty,  no  State  shall  recei^'e  any  appropriation  for  salaries 
of  teachers,  superAisors,  or  directors  of  agricultural  subjects,  until  it  shall  have  taken 
advantage  of  at  least  the  minimum  amount  appropriated  for  the  training  of  teachers, 
super\'isors,  or  directors  of  agricultural  subjects,  as  provided  for  in  this  act,  and  that 
after  said  date  no  State  shall  receive  any  appropriation  for  the  salaries  of  teachers  of 
trade,  home  economics,  and  industrial  subjects  until  it  shall  have  taken  advantage  of 
at  least  the  minimum  amount  appropriated  for  the  training  of  teachers  of  trade,  home 
economics,  and  industrial  subjects,  as  proAided  for  in  tliis  act. 

Sec.  6.  That  a  Federal  Board  for  ^'ocational  Education  is  hereby  created,  to  consist 
of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  the  Secretary  of  Commerce,  the  Secretary  of  Labor, 
the  United  States  Commissioner  of  Education,  and  three  citizens  of  the  United  States 
to  be  appointed  by  the  President,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate. 
One  of  said  three  citizens  shall  be  a  representative  of  the  manufacturing  and  commer- 
cial interests,  one  a  representative  of  the  agricultural  interests,  and  one  a  representatiAe 
of  labor.  The  board  shall  elect  annually  one  of  its  members  as  chairman.  In  the  first 
instance,  one  of  the  citizen  members  shall  be  appointed  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years, 
and  one  for  three  years,  and  thereafter  for  three  years  each.  The  members  of  the  board 
other  than  the  members  of  the  Cabinet  and  the  United  States  Commissioner  of  Educa- 
tion shall  receive  a  salary  of  §5,000  per  annum. 

The  board  shall  have  power  to  cooperate  with  State  boa^'ds  in  carrying  out  the 
provisions  of  this  act.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Federal  Board  for  Vocational 
Education  to  make,  or  cause  to  have  made,  studies,  investigations,  and  reports,  with 
particular  reference  to  their  use  in  aiding  the  States  in  the  establishment  of  voca- 
tional schools  and  classes  and  in  giving  instruction  in  agriculture,  trades,  and  in- 
dustries, commerce  and  commercial  pursuits,  and  home  economics.  Such  studies, 
investigations,  and  reports  shall  include  agriculture  and  agricultural  processes  and 
requii-ements  upon  agricultural  workers;  trades,  industries,  and  apprenticeships, 
trade  and  industrial  requirements  upon  industrial  workers,  and  classification  of  in- 
dustrial processes  and  pursuits;  commerce  and  commercial  pursuits  and  requii-ements 
upon  commercial  workers;  home  management,  domestic  science,  and  the  study  of 
related  facts  and  principles;  and  problems  of  administration  of  vocational  schools 
and  of  courses  of  study  and  instruction  in  vocational  subjects. 

When  the  board  deems  it  advisable  such  studies,  investigations,  and  reports  con- 
cerning agriculture,  for  the  purposes  of  agricultural  education,  may  be  made  in  co- 
operation with  or  through  the  Department  of  Agricultm'e ;  such  studies,  investigations, 
and  reports  concerning  trades  and  industries,  for  the  purposes  of  trade  and  industrial 
education,  may  be  made  in  cooperation  with  or  through  the  Department  of  Labor ;  such 
studies,  investigations,  and  reports  concerning  commerce  and  commercial  pursuits, 
for  the  purposes  of  commercial  education,  may  be  made  in  cooperation  with  or  through 
the  Department  of  Commerce;  such  studies,  investigations,  and  reports  concerning 
the  administration  of  vocational  schools,  courses  of  study  and  instruction  in  voca- 
tional subjects  may  be  made  in  cooperation  with  or  through  the  Bureau  of  Education. 

The  Commissioner  of  Education  may  make  such  recommendations  to  the  board 
relative  to  the  administration  of  this  act  as  he  may  from  time  to  time  deem  advisable. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chairman  of  the  board  to  carry  out  the  rules,  regulations, 
and  decisions  which  the  board  may  adopt.  The  Federal  Board  for  Vocational  Educa- 
tion shall  have  power  to  employ  such  assistants  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  7.  That  there  is  hereby  appropriated  to  the  Federal  Board  for  Vocational 
Education  the  sum  of  $200,000  annually,  to  be  available  from  and  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  for  the  purpose  of  making  or  cooperating  in  making  the  studies,  investi- 
gations, and  reports  provided  for  in  section  6  of  this  act,  and  for  the  purpose  of  pa>  ing 
the  salaries  of  the  officers,  the  assistants,  and  such  office  and  other  expenses  as  the 
board  may  deem  necessary  to  the  execution  and  administration  of  this  act. 

Sec.  8.  That  in  order  to  secure  the  benefits  of  the  appropriation  for  any  purpose 
specified  in  this  act,  the  State  board  shall  prepare  plans  showing  the  kinds  of  voca- 
tional education  for  which  it  is  proposed  that  the  appropriation  shall  be  used ;  the  kinds 
of  schools  and  equipment;  courses  of  study;  methods  of  instruction;  qualifications  of 
teachers;  and  in  the  case  of  agricultural  subjects  the  qualifications  of  supervisors  or 
directors;  plans  for  the  training  of  teachers;  and  in  the  case  of  agricultural  subjects, 
plans  for  the  supervision  of  agricultural  education,  as  provided  for  in  section  ten. 
Such  plans  shall  be  submitted  by  the  State  board  to  the  Federal  Board  for  Voca- 
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tional  Education,  and  if  the  Federal  board  finds  the  same  to  be  in  conformity  with 
the  provisions  and  purposes  of  this  act  the  same  shall  be  approved.  The  State  board 
shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Federal  Board  for  Vocational  Education  on  or 
before  September  first  of  each  year  on  the  work  done  in  the  State  and  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  money  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  appropriation  for  the  salaries  of  teachers,  supervisors,  or  directors 
of  agricultural  subjects  and  of  teachers  of  trade,  home  economics,  and  industrial  sub- 
jects shall  be  devoted  exclusively  to  the  payment  of  salaries  of  such  teachers,  super- 
visors, or  directors  ha\-ing  the  minimum  qualifications  set  up  for  the  State  by  the 
State  board,  with  the  approval  of  the  Federal  Board  for  Vocational  Education.  '  The 
cost  of  instruction  supplementary  to  the  instruction  in  agricultural  and  in  trade, 
home  economics,  and  industrial  subjects  provided  for  in  this  act  necessary  to  build 
a  well-rounded  course  of  training,  shall  be  borne  by  the  State  and  local  communities, 
and  no  part  of  the  cost  thereof  shall  be  borne  out  of  the  appropriations  herein  made. 
The  moneys  expended  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  in  cooperation  with  the  States, 
for  the  salaries  of  teachers,  super\isors,  or  directors  of  agricultural  subjects,  or  for  the 
salaries  of  teachers  of  trade,  home  economics,  and  industrial  subjects,  shall  be  condi- 
tioned that  for  each  dollar  of  Federal  money  expended  for  such  salaries  the  State  or 
local  community,  or  both,  shall  expend  an  equal  amount  for  such  salaries;  and  that 
appropriations  for  the  training  of  teachers  of  vocational  subjects,  as  herein  provided, 
shall  be  conditioned  that  such  money  be  expended  for  maintenance  of  such  training 
and  that  for  each  dollar  of  Federal  money  so  expended  for  maintenance  the  State  or 
local  community,  or  both,  shall  expend  an  equal  amount  for  the  maintenance  of  such 
training. 

Sec.  10.  That  any  State  may  use  the  appropriation  for  agricultural  purposes,  or 
any  part  thereof  allotted  to  it,  under  the  pro\isions  of  this  act,  for  the  salaries  of  teach- 
ers, super\isors,  or  directors  of  agricultural  subjects,  either  for  the  salaries  of  teachers 
of  such  subjects  in  schools  or  classes  or  for  the  salaries  of  super\isors  or  directors  of 
such  subjects  under  a  plan  of  super\ision  for  the  State  to  be  set  up  by  the  State  board, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Federal  Board  for  Vocational  Education.  That  in  order  to 
receive  the  benefits  of  such  appropriation  for  the  salaries  of  teachers,  super\isors,  or 
directors  of  agricultural  subjects  the  State  board  of  any  State  shall  pro^'ide  in  its 
plan  for  agricultural  education  that  such  education  shall  be  that  which  is  under 
public  super\ision  or  control;  that  the  controlling  purpose  of  such  education  shall 
be  to  fit  for  useful  employment;  that  such  education  shall  be  of  less  than  college  grade 
and  be  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  persons  over  fourteen  years  of  age  who  have 
entered  upon  or  who  are  preparing  to  enter  upon  the  work  of  the  farm  or  of  the  farm 
home;  that  the  State  or  local  community,  or  both,  shall  pro^•ide  the  necessary  plant 
and  equipment  determined  upon  by  the  State  board,  with  the  appro ^■al  of  the  Federal 
Board  for  Vocational  Education,  as  the  minimum  requirement  for  such  education 
in  schools  and  classes  in  the  State;  that  the  amount  expended  for  the  maintenance  of 
such  education  in  any  school  or  class  recei\-ing  the  benefit  of  such  appropriation  shall 
be  not  less  annually  than  the  amount  fixed  by  the  State  board,  ^vith  the  approval 
of  the  Federal  board  as  the  minimum  for  such  schools  or  classes  in  the  State:  that  such 
schools  shall  proAide  for  directed  or  super\-ised  practice  in  agriculture,  either  on  a 
farm  provided  for  by  the  school  or  other  farm,  for  at  least  six  months  per  year;  that  the 
teachers,  super\'isors,  or  directors  of  agricultural  subjects  shall  have  at  least  the  mini- 
mum qualifications  determined  for  the  State  by  the  State  board,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Federal  Board  for  Vocational  Education. 

Sec.  11.  That  in  order  to  receive  the  benefits  of  the  appropriation  for  the  salaries 
of  teachers  of  trade,  home  economics,  and  industrial  subjects  the  State  board  of  any 
State  shall  provide  in  its  plan  for  trade,  home  economics,  and  industrial  education  that 
such  education  shall  be  given  in  schools  or  classes  under  pul)lic  supervision  or  control; 
that  the  controlling  purpose  of  such  education  shall  be  to  fit  for  useful  emplo>Tnent; 
that  such  education  shall  be  of  less  than  college  grade  and  shall  be  designed  to  meet  the 
needs  of  persons  over  fourteen  years  of  age  who  are  preparing  for  a  trade  or  industrial 
pursuit  or  who  have  entered  upon  the  work  of  a  trade  or  industrial  pursuit:  that  the 
State  or  local  community,  or  both,  shall  provide  the  necessary  plant  and  equipment 
determined  upon  l)y  the  State  board,  with  the  approval  of  the  Federal  Board  for  Vo- 
cational Education,  as  the  minimum  requirement  in  such  State  for  education  for  any 
given  trade  or  industrial  pursuit:  that  the  total  amount  expended  for  the  maintenance 
of  such  education  in  any  school  or  class  recei\^ng  the  benefit  of  such  appropriation  shall 
be  not  less  annually  than  the  amount  fixed  by  the  State  board,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Federal  board,  as  the  minimum  for  such  schools  or  classes  in  the  State:  that  such 
schools  or  classes  giving  instruction  to  persons  who  have  not  entered  upon  employment 
shall  require  that  at  least  half  of  the  time  of  such  instruction  be  given  to  practical  work 
on  a  useful  or  productive  basis,  such  instruction  to  extend  over  not  less  than  nine 
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months  per  year  and  not  less  than  thirty  hours  per  week;  that  at  least  one-third  of  the 
sum  appropriated  to  any  State  for  the  salaries  of  teachers  of  trade,  home  economics, 
and  industrial  subjects  shall,  if  expended,  be  applied  to  part-time  schools  or  classes 
for  workers  over  fourteen  years  of  age  who  have  entered  upon  employment,  and 
such  subjects  in  a  part-time  school  or  class  may  mean  any  subject  given  to  en- 
large the  civic  or  vocational  intelligence  of  such  workers  over  fourteen  and  less 
than  eighteen  years  of  age:  that  such  part-time  schools  or  classes  shall  provide  for 
not  less  than  one  hundred  and  forty-four  hours  of  classroom  instruction  per  year; 
that  evening  industrial  schools  shall  fix  the  age  of  sixteen  years  as  a  minimurn  en- 
trance requirement  and  shall  confine  instruction  to  that  which  is  supplemental  to 
the  daily  employment;  that  the  teachers  of  any  trade  or  industrial  subject  in  any 
State  shall  have  at  least  the  minimum  qualifications  for  teachers  of  such  subject 
determined  upon  for  such  State  by  the  State  board,  with  the  approval  of  the  Fed- 
eral Board  for  Vocational  Education:  Provided.^  That  for  cities  and  towns  of  less 
than  twenty-five  thousand  population,  according  to  the  last  preceding  United 
States  census,  the  State  board,  with  the  approval  of  the  Federal  Board  for  Voca- 
tional Education,  may  modifiy  the  conditions  as  to  the  length  of  course  and  hours 
of  instruction  per  week  for  schools  and  classes  giving  instruction  to  those  who  have 
not  entered  upon  employment,  in  order  to  meet  the  particular  needs  of  such  cities 
and  towns.  • 

Sec.  12.  That  in  order  for  any  State  to  receive  the  benefits  of  the  appropriation 
in  this  act  for  the  training  of  teachers,  supervisors,  or  directors  of  agricultural  sub- 
jects, or  of  teachers  of  trade,  industrial  or  home  economics  subjects,  the  State  board 
of  such  State  shall  provide  in  its  plan  for  such  training  that  the  same  shall  be  carried 
out  under  the  supervision  of  the  State  board;  that  such  training  shall  be  given  in 
schools  or  classes  under  public  super\ision  or  control;  that  such  training  shall  be 
given  only  to  persons  who  have  had  adequate  vocational  experience  or  contact  in 
the  line  of  work  for  which  they  are  preparing  themselves  as  teachers,  super\dsors, 
or  directors,  or  who  are  acquiring  such  experience  or  contact  as  a  part  of  their  train- 
ing; and  that  the  State  board,  with  the  approval  of  the  Federal  board,  shall  establish 
minimum  requirements  for  such  experience  or  contact  for  teachers,  supervisors, 
or  directors  of  agricultiu-al  subjects  and  for  teachers  of  trade,  industrial,  and  home 
economic  subjects;  that  not  more  than  sixty  per  centum  nor  less  than  twenty  per 
centimi  of  the  money  appropriated  under  this  act  for  the  training  of  teachers  of 
vocational  subjects  to  any  State  for  any  year  shall  be  expended  for  any  one  of  the 
following  purposes :  For  the  preparation  of  teachers,  super\T.sors,  or  directors  of  agri- 
cultural subjects,  or  the  preparation  of  teachers  of  trade  and  industrial  subjects,  or 
the  preparation  of  teachers  of  home  economics  subjects. 

Sec.  13.  That  in  order  to  secure  the  benefits  of  the  appropriations  for  the  salaries 
.of  teachers,  super\Tlsors,  or  directors  of  agricultiu-al  subjects,  or  for  the  salaries  of 
teachers  of  trade,  home  economics,  and  industrial  subjects,  or  for  the  training  of  teach- 
ers as  herein  provided,  any  State  shall,  through  the  legislative  authority  thereof, 
appoint  as  custodian  for  said  appropriations  its  State  treasurer,  who  shall  receive  and 
provide  for  the  proper  custody  and  disbursements  of  all  money  paid  to  the  State  from 
said  appropriations. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  Federal  Board  for  Vocational  Education  shall  annually  ascer- 
tain whether  the  several  States  are  using,  or  are  prepared  to  use,  the  money  received 
by  them  in  accordance  with  the  pro^isions  of  this  act.  On  or  before  the  first  day  of 
January  of  each  year  the  Federal  Board  for  Vocational  Education  shall  certify  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  each  State  which  has  accepted  the  pro^^.sions  of  this  act 
and  complied  therewith,  certifying  the  amounts  which  each  State  is  entitled  to 
receive  under  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Upon  such  certification  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  shall  pay  quarterly  to  the  custodian  for  yocational  education  of  each 
State  the  moneys  to  which  it  is  entitled  under  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  moneys 
80  received  by  the  custodian  for  vocational  education  for  any  State  shall  be  paid  out 
on  the  requisition  of  the  State  board  as  reimbursement  for  expenditures  already 
incurred  to  such  schools  as  are  approved  by  said  State  board  and  are  entitled  to 
receive  such  moneys  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec  15.  That  whenever  any  portion  of  the  fund  annually  allotted  to  any  State  has 
not  been  expended  for  the  purpose  provided  for  in  this  act,  a  sum  equal  to  such 
portion  shall  be  deducted  by  the  Federal  board  from  the  next  succeeding  annual 
allotment  from  such  fund  to  such  State. 

Sec.  16.  That  the  Federal  Board  for  Vocational  Education  may  withhold  the 
allotment  of  moneys  to  any  State  whenever  it  shall  be  determined  that  such  moneys 
are  not  being  expended  for  the  purposes  and  under  the  conditions  of  this  act. 

If  any  allotment  is  withheld  from  any  State,  the  State  board  of  such  State  may 
appeal  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and  if  the  Congress  shall  not  direct  such 
sum  to  be  paid  it  shall  be  covered  into  the  Treasury. 
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Sec.  17.  That  if  any  portion  of  the  moneys  received  by  the  custodian  for  vocational 
education  of  any  State  under  this  act,  for  any  given  purpose  named  in  this  act,  shall 
by  any  action  or  contingency,  be  diminished  or  lost,  it  shall  be  replaced  by  such  State, 
and  until  so  replaced  no  subsequent  appropriation  for  such  education  shall  be  paid  to 
such  State.  No  portion  of  any  moneys  appropriated  under  this  act  for  the  benefit  of 
the  States  shall  be  applied,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  the  purchase,  erection,  preserva- 
tion, or  repair  of  any  building  or  buildings  or  equipment,  or  for  the  purchase  or  rental 
of  lands,  or  for  the  support  of  any  religious  or  privately  owned  or  conducted  school  or 
college. 

Sec.  18.  That  the  Federal  Board  for  Vocational  Education  shall  make  an  annual 
report  to  Congress,  on  6t  before  December  first,  on  the  administration  of  this  act  and 
shall  include  in  such  report  the  reports  made  by  the  State  boards  on  the  administration 
of  this  act  by  each  State  and  the  expenditure  of  the  money  allotted  to  each  State.

AGRICULTURAL  EXPERIMENT  STATliDNS. 

ACT   OF   1887   ESTABLISHING   AGRICULTURAL   EXPERIMENT   STATIONS. 

[Hatch  Act.] 

AN  ACT  To  establish  agricultural  experiment  stations  in  connection  with  the  colleges  established  in  the 
several  States  under  the  provisions  of  an  act  approved  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and 
of  the  acts  supplementary  thereto. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  in  order  to  aid  in  acquiring  and  diffusing  among  the 
people  of  the  United  States  useful  and  practical  information  on  subjects  connected 
with  agriculture,  and  to  promote  scientific  investigation  and  experiment  respecting 
the  principles  and  applications  of  agricultural  science,  there  shall  be  established  under 
direction  of  the  college  or  colleges  or  agricultural  departments  of  colleges  in  each  State 
or  Territory  established,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  established,  in  accordance  with 
the  proA^sions  of  an  act  approved  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two, 
entitled  ''An  act  donating  public  lands  to  the  several  States  and  Territories  'which 
may  provide  colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts, "  or  any  of 
the  supplements  to  said  act,  a  department  to  be  known  and  designated  as  an  "agri- 
cultural experiment  station:"  Provided,  That  in  any  State  or  Territory  in  which 
two  such  colleges  have  been  or  may  be  so  established  the  appropriation  hereinafter 
made  to  such  State  or  Territory  shall  b^  equally  di^dded  between  such  colleges, 
unless  the  legislature  of  such  State  or  Territory  shall  otherwise  direct. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  object  and  duty  of  said  experiment  stations  to  conduct 
original  researches  or  verify  experiments  on  the  physiology  of  plants  and  animals; 
the  diseases  to  which  they  are  severally  subject,  with  the  remedies  for  the  same; 
the  chemical  composition  of  useful  plants  at  their  different  stages  of  growth;  the  com- 
parative advantages  of  rotative  cropping  as  pursued  under  the  var\dng  series  of  crops; 
the  capacity  of  new  plants  or  trees  for  acclimation;  the  analysis  of  soils  and  water; 
the  chemical  composition  of  manures,  natiu*al  or  artificial,  with  experiments  designed 
to  test  the  comparative  effects  on  crops  of  different  kinds;  the  adaptation  and  value 
of  grasses  and  forage  plants;  the  composition  and  digestibility  of  the  different  kinds 
of  food  for  domestic  animals;  the  scientific  and  economic  questions  involved  in  the 
production  of  butter  and  cheese;  and  such  other  researches  or  experiments  bearing 
directly  on  the  agricultural  industry  of  the  United  States  as  may  in  each  case  be 
deemed  advisable,  having  due  regard  to  the  ^'arying  conditions  and  needs  of  the 
respective  States  and  Territories. 

Sec.  3.  That  in  order  to  secure,  as  far  as  practicable,  uniformity  of  methods  and 
results  in  the  work  of  said  stations,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  United  States  Commis- 
sioner [now  Secretary]  of  agriculture  to  furnish  forms,  as  far  as  practicable  for  the 
tabulation  of  results  of  investigation  or  experiment;  to  indicate  from  time  to  time  such 
lines  of  inquiry  as  to  him  shall  seem  most  important,  and,  in  general,  to  furnish  such 
adA^ce  and  assistance  as  will  best  promote  the  purpose  of  this  act.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  each  of  said  stations  annually,  on  or  before  the  first  of  February,  to  make  to 
the  governor  of  the  State  or  Territory  in  which  it  is  located  a  full  and  detailed  report 
of  its  operations,  including  a  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  a  copy  of  which 
report  shall  be  sent  to  each  of  said  stations,  to  the  said  Commissioner  [now  Secretary] 
of  Agriculture,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States. 

Sec  4.  That  bulletins  or  reports  of  progress  shall  be  published  at  said  stations  at 
least  once  in  three  months,  one  copy  of  which  shall  be  sent  to  each  newspaper  in 
the  States  or  Territories  in  which  they  are  respectively  located,  and  to  such  individuals 
actually  engaged  in  farming  as  may  request  the  same  and  as  far  as  the  means  of  the 
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station  will  permit.  Such  bulletins  or  reports  and  the  annual  reports  of  said  stations 
shall  be  transmitted  in  the  mails  of  the  United  States  free  of  charge  for  postage,  under 
such  regulations  as  the  Postmaster  General  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

Sec,  5.  That  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  necessary  expenses  of  conducting  investi- 
gations and  experiments  and  printing  and  distributing  the  results  as  hereinbefore 
prescribed,  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  per  annum  is  hereby  appropriated  to 
each  State,  to  be  specially  pro\ided  for  by  Congress  in  the  appropriations  from  year  to 
year,  and  to  each  Territory  entitled  under  the  proAisions  of  section  eight  of  this  act, 
out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  proceeding  from  the  sales  of  public  lands,  to  be  paid 
in  equal  quarterly  payments  on  the  first  day  of  January,  April,  July,  and  October  in 
each  year,  to  the  treasurer  or  other  officer  duly  appointed  by  the  governing  boards  of 
said  colleges  to  receive  the  same,  the  first  payment  to  be  made  on  the  first  day  of 
October,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven:  Provided,  houever,  That  out  of  the  first 
annual  appropriation  so  received  by  any  station  an  amount  not  exceeding  one-fifth 
may  be  expended  in  the  erection,  enlargement,  or  repair  of  a  building  or  buildings 
necessary  for  carrying  on  the  work  of  such  station;  and  thereafter  an  amount  not  ex- 
ceeding five  per  centum  of  such  annual  appropriation  may  be  so  expended. 

Sec.  6.  That  whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  from  the 
annual  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  of  any  of  said  stations  that  a  portion  of 
the  preceding  annual  appropriation  remains  unexpended,  such  amount  shall  be  de- 
ducted from  the  next  succeeding  annual  appropriation  to  such  station,  in  order  that 
the  amount  of  money  appropriated  to  any  station  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  actually 
and  necessarily  required  for  its  maintenance  and  support. 

Sec.  7.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  impair  or  modify  the  legal 
relation  existing  between  any  of  the  said  colleges  and  the  government  of  the  States  or 
Territories  in  which  they  are  respectively  located. 

Sec  8.  That  in  States  ha\T.ng  colleges  entitled  under  this  section  to  the  benefits 
of  this  act  and  having  also  agricultural  experiment  stations  established  by  law  separate 
from  said  colleges,  such  States  shall  be  authorized  to  apply  such  benefits  to  experi- 
ments at  stations  so  established  by  such  States;  and  in  case  any  State  shall  have 
established,  under  the  pro%dsions  of  said  act  of  July  second  aforesaid,  an  agricultmal 
department  or  experimental  station  in  connection  with  an}^  university,  college,  or 
institution  not  distinctly  an  agiicultural  college  or  school,  and  such  State  shall  have 
established  or  shall  hereafter  establish  a  separate  agricultural  college  or  school,  which 
shall  have  connected  therewith  an  experimental  farm  or  station,  the  legislature  of  such 
State  may  apply  in  whole  or  in  part  the  appropriation  by  this  act  made  to  such  separate 
agricultural  college  or  school,  and  no  legislature  shall  by  contract,  express  or  implied, 
disable  itself  from  so  doing. 

Sec  9,  That  the  grants  of  moneys  authorized  by;  this  act  are  made  subject  to  the 
legislative  assent  of  the  several  States  and  Territories  to  the  purposes  of  said  grants: 
Provided,  That  payment  of  such  installment  of  the  appropriation  herein  made  as  shall 
become  due  to  any  State  before  the  adjournment  of  the  regular  session  of  its  legislature 
meeting  next  after  the  passage  of  this  act  shall  be  made  upon  the  assent  of  the  governor 
thereof  duly  certified  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasur5^ 

Sec  10.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  held  or  construed  as  binding  the  United  States 
to  continue  any  payments  from  the  Treasury  to  any  or  all  the  States  or  institutions 
mentioned  in  this  act,  but  Congress  may  at  any  time  amend,  suspend,  or  repeal  any 
or  all  the  provisions  of  this  act.

ACT  OF  1888  AMENDING  (HATCH)    ACT  OF   1887. 

AN  ACT  To  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  agricultural  stations  in  connection  \vitli  the  college 
established  in  the  several  States  under  the  pro'dsions  of  an  act  appro-ced  July  second,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-two,  and  the  acts  supplementary  thereto." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  grants  of  money  authorized  by  the  act  of  Congress  en- 
titled "An  act  to  establish  agricultural  experiment  stations  in  connection  with  the 
colleges  established  in  the  several  States  under  the  provisions  of  an  act  approved  July 
second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- two,  and  of  acts  supplementary  thereto,"  are 
subject  as  therein  provided  to  the  legislative  assent  of  the  States  or  Territories  to  be 
affected  thereby;  but  as  to  such  installments  of  the  appropriations  as  may  be  now  due 
or  may  hereafter  become  due,  when  the  legislature  may  not  be  in  session,  the  governor 
oi  said  State  or  Territory  may  make  the  assent  therein  provided,  and  upon  a  duly  cer- 
tified copy  thereof  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  he  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  paid 
in  the  manner  provided  in  the  act  of  which  this  is  amendatory,  until  the  termination 
of  the  next  regular  session  of  the  legislature  of  such  State  or  Territory. 

Approved,  June  7,  1888  (25  Stat.  L.  176). 
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PROVISO  IN  ACT  MAKING  APPROPRIATIONS  FOR  THE  UNITED  STATES 
DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE  FOR  THE  FISCAL  YEAR  ENDING 
JUNE  30,  1890,  FURTHER  DEFINING  WORK  OF  STATIONS  ESTABLISHED 
UNDER  ACT  OF  MARCH  2,  1887  (HATCH  ACT). 

That,  as  far  as  practicable,  all  such  stations  shall  devote  a  portion  of  their  work  to 
the  examination  and  classification  of  soils  of  their  respective  States  and  Territories, 
with  a  view  to  securing  more  extended  knowledge  and  better  development  of  their 
agricultural  capabilities. 

Approved,  March  2,  1889  (25  Stat.  L.  841). 

ACT    OF    1906    FOR    THE    FURTHER    ENDOWMENT    OF    AGRICULTURAL 
EXPERIMENT   STATIONS. 

[Adams  Act.] 

AN  ACT  To  provide  for  an  increased  annual  appropriation  for  agricultural  experiment  stations  and 
regulating  the  expenditure  thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  there  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  annually  appropriated,  out 
of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  be  paid  as  hereinafter 
provided,  to  each  State  and  Territory,  for  the  more  complete  endowment  and  main- 
tenance of  agricultural  experiment  stations  now  established  or  which  may  hereafter 
be  established  in  accordance  with  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  second,  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-seven,  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  in  addition  to  the  sum 
named  in  said  act  for  the  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  six.  and 
an  annual  increase  of  the  amount  of  such  appropriation  thereafter  for  five  years  by  an 
additional  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  over  the  preceding  year,  and  the  annual  amount 
to  be  paid  thereafter  to  each  State  or  Territory  shall  be  thirty  thousand  dollars,  to  be 
applied  only  to  paying  the  necessary  expenses  of  conducting  original  researches  or  ex- 
periments bearing  directly  on  the  agricultural  industry-  of  the  United  States,  having 
due  regard  to  the  varying  conditions  and  needs  of  the  respective  States  or  Territories. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  sums  hereby  appropriated  to  the  United  States  and  Territories  for 
the  further  endowment  and  support  of  agricultural  experiment  stations  shall  be 
annually  paid  in  equal  quarterly  payments  on  the  first  day  of  January-,  April,  July, 
and  October  of  each  year  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  upon  the  warrant  of  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture,  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  to  the  Treasurer  or 
other  officer  duly  appointed  by  the  governing  boards  of  said  experiment  stations  to 
receive  the  same,  and  such  officers  shall  be  required  to  report  to  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September  of  each  year  a  detailed  statement  of 
the  amount  so  received  and  of  its  disbursement,  on  schedules  prescribed  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture.  The  grants  of  money  authorized  by  this  act  are  made  sub- 
ject to  legislative  assent  of  the  several  States  and  Territories  to  the  purpose  of  said 
grants:  Provided,  That  payment  of  such  installments  of  the  appropriation  herein  made 
as  shall  become  due  to  any  State  or  Territory  before  the  adjournment  of  the  regular  ses- 
sion of  legislature  meeting  next  after  the  passage  of  this  act  shall  be  made  upon  the 
assent  of  the  governor  thereof,  duly  certified  by  the  Secretarj^  of  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  3.  That  if  any  portion  of  the  moneys  received  by  the  designated  officer  of  any 
State  or  Territory  for  the  further  and  more  complete  endowment,  support,  and  main- 
tenance of  agricultural  experiment  stations  as  provided  in  this  act  shall  by  any  action 
or  contingency  be  diminished  or  lost  or  be  misplaced,  it  shall  be  replaced  by  said 
State  or  Territory  to  which  it  belongs,  and  until  so  replaced  no  subsequent  appropria- 
tion shall  be  apportioned  or  paid  to  such  State  or  Territory;  and  no  portion  of  said 
moneys  exceeding  five  per  centum  of  each  annual  appropriation  shall  be  applied 
directly  or  indirectly,  under  any  pretense  whatever,  to  the  purchase,  erection,  pres- 
ervation, or  repair  of  any  building  or  buildings,  or  to  the  purchase  or  rental  of  land. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  of  said  stations  annually,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, to  make  to  the  governor  of  the  State  or  Territory  in  which  it  is  located  a  full  and 
detailed  report  of  its  operations,  including  a  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  a 
copy  of  which  report  shall  be  sent  to  eac  h  of  said  stations,  to  the  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture, and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  4.  That  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year  after  the  passage  of  this 
act  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  ascertain  and  certif>-  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  as  to  each  State  and  Territory  whether  it  is  c  omplying  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act  and  is  entitled  to  receive  its  share  of  the  annual  appropriation  for  agricultural 
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experiment  stations  under  tiiis  act  and  the  amount  which  thereupon  each  is  entitled, 
respectively,  to  receive.  If  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  withhold  a  certificate 
from  any  State  or  Territory  of  its  appropriation,  the  facts  and  reasoiis  therefor  shall  be 
reported  to  the  President,  and  the  amount  involved  shall  be  kept  separate  in  the  Treas- 
ury until  the  close  of  the  next  Congress,  in  order  that  the  State  or  Territory  may, 
if  it  shall  so  desire,  appeal  to  Congress  from  the  determination  of  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture.  If  the  next  Congress  shall  not  direct  such  sum  to  be  paid,  it  shall  be 
covered  into  the  Treasury;  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  hereby  charged  with  the 
proper  administration  of  this  law. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  Congress 
on  the  receipts  and  expenditures  and  work  of  the  agricultural  experiment  stations  in 
all  of  the  States  and  Territories,  and  also  whether  the  appropriation  of  any  State  or 
Territory  has  been  withheld,  and  if  so,  the  reason  therefor. 

Sec.  6.  That  Congress  may  at  any  time  amend,  suspend,  or  repeal  any  or  all  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act.

PROVISIONS  OF  ACT  MAKING  APPROPRIATIONS  FOR  THE  UNITED 
STATES  DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE  FOR  THE  FISCAL  YEAR 
ENDING  JUNE  30,  1907,  CONSTRUING  THE  ACT  OF  MARCH  16,  1906 
(ADAMS   ACT). 

The  act  of  Congress  approved  March  sixteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  six,  entitled 
"An  act  to  provide  for  an  increased  annual  appropriation  for  agricultural  experiment 
stations  and  regulating  the  expenditure  thereof,"  shall  be  construed  to  appropriate 
for  each  station  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  six,  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  dollars  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven,  the  sum  of  nine  thousand  dollars  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eight,  the  sum  of  eleven 
thousand  dollars  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine, 
the  sum  of  thirteen  thousand  dollars  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  ten,  and  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven.  The  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars 
appropriated  for  the  fiscal  year  nineteen  hundred  and  six  shall  be  paid  on  or  before 
June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  six,  and  the  amounts  appropriated  for  the  sub- 
sequent years  shall  be  paid  as  provided  in  the  said  act  to  each  State  and  Territory  for 
the  more  complete  endowment  and  maintenance  of  agricultural  experiment  stations 
now  established  or  which  may  hereafter  be  established  in  accordance  with  the  act 
of  Congress  approved  March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven. 

Approved,  June  30,  1906  (34  Stat.  L.  669,  696). 

APPROPRIATIONS   FOR  INSULAR   EXPERIMENT   STATIONS. 

Extract  from  an  act  making  appropriations  for  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30, 1923,  and  for  other  purposes. 

To  enable  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  establish  and  maintain  agricultural  experi- 
ment stations  in  Alaska,  Hawaii,  .Porto  Rico,  the  island  of  Guam,  and  the  Virgin 
Islands  of  the  United  States,  including  the  erection  of  buildings,  the  preparation, 
illustration,  and  distribution  of  reports  and  bulletins,  and  all  other  necessary  expenses, 
$210,000,  as  follows:  Alaska,  $75,000,  of  which  $11,800,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  shall  be  immediately  available:  Hawaii,  §50,000;  Porto  Rico,  $50,000; 
Guam,  815,000,  and  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the  United  States,  $20,000;  and  the  Secretary 
of  Agricultm'e  is  authorized  to  sell  such  products  as  are  obtained  on  the  land  belonging 
to  the  agricultural  experiment  stations  in  Alaska,  Hawaii,  Porto  Rico,  the  island  of 
Guam,  and  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the  United  States,  and  the  amount  obtained  from  the 
sale  thereof  shall  be  covered  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  as  miscellaneous 
receipts:  Provided,  That  of  the  sum  herein  appropriated  for  the  experiment  station  in 
Hawaii  $10,000  m.ay  be  used  in  agricultural  extension  work  in  Hawaii. 

COOPERATION    OF   BUREAUS    OF   THE   UNITED   STATES   DEPARTMENT 
OF   AGRICULTURE   WITH   THE   STATE   EXPERIMENT   STATIONS. 

The  act  making  appropriations  for  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1923,  provides 
specifically  for  cooperation  between  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry 
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and  the  State  experiment  stations  in  animal  feeding  and  breeding; 
between  the  Bureau  of  Soils  and  the  stations  in  the  investigation  of 
soils;  and  between  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  the  stations  in 
the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  gipsy  and  brown-tail  moths;  and  in 
plant  disease  and  insect  pest  quarantine. 

REGULATIONS  OF  THE  POST  OFFICE  DEPARTMENT  CONCERNING  FREE 
TRANSMISSION    OF   STATION   PUBLICATIONS. 

Sections  503  and  504  of  the  Postal  Laws  and  Regulations  (1913)  of 
the  United  States  relating  to  the  free  transmission  of  reports  and 
bulletins  of  the  experiment  stations  read  as  follows : 

TO    WHOM   PUBLICATIONS    MAY    BE    PRANKED. 

Sec.  503.  Bulletins  or  reports  of  progress,  one  copy  to  each  newspaper  in  the  State 
or  Territory  in  which  the  colleges  hereafter  referred  to  are  located,  and  to  such  indi- 
viduals actually  engaged  in  farming  as  may  request  the  same  and  the  annual  reports 
required  by  law  to  l3e  published  by  the  agricultural  experiment  stations  established 
under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  March  2,  1887,  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  agricul- 
tural experiment  stations  in  connection  with  the  colleges  established  in  the  various 
States  and  Territories  under  the  pro\'isions  of  an  act  approved  July  2, 1862,  and  the  acts 
supplementary  thereto,"  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts  {of  said 
stations)  shall  be  transmitted  in  the  mails  of  the  United  States  fi-ee  of  charge  for  postage, 
under  such  regulations  as  the  Postmaster  General  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

HOW    THE    FRANKING    PRIVILEGE    IS    TO    BE    USED. 

Sec.  504.  An  agricultural  experiment  station  which  claims  the  privilege  of  trans- 
mitting free  through  the  mails,  under  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section,  bulletins, 
reports  of  progress,  or  annual  reports,  should  make  application  to  the  Third  Assistant 
Postmaster  General,  Di\T.sion  of  Classification,  through  the  postmaster  at  the  office 
where  such  station  is  located,  stating  the  date  of  the  establishment  of  the  station,  its 
proper  name  or  designation,  its  official  organization,  and  the  names  of  its  officers,  the 
name  of  the  university,  college,  school,  or  institutiion  to  which  it  is  attached,  if  any, 
the  legislation  of  the  State  or  Territory  providing  for  its  establishment,  and  any  other 
granting  it  the  benefits  of  the  acts  of  Congress  referred  to  in  the  preceding  section,  and 
whether  any  other  such  station  in  the  same  State  or  Territory  is  considered,  or  claims 
to  be,  also  entitled  to  the  privilege;  and  also  the  place  where  such  station  is  located 
and  the  name  of  the  post  office  where  the  bulletins  and  reports  ^^'ill  be  mailed.  The 
application  should  be  signed  by  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  station. 

2.  If  such  privilege  is  allowed  the  postmaster  will  be  instructed  to  admit  such  bulle- 
tins and  reports  to  the  mails  free  of  postage. 

3.  Only  such  bulletins  or  reports  as  shall  have  been  issued  after  an  experiment 
station  became  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  preceding  section  may  be  transmitted 
free;  and  they  may  be  inclosed  in  envelopes  or  wrappers,  sealed  or  unsealed.  On  the 
exterior  of  every  envelope,  wrapper,  or  package  shall  be  written  or  printed  the  name 
of  the  station  and  place  of  its  location,  the  designation  of  the  bulletin  or  report  inclosed, 
and  the  word  "Free,"  over  the  signature  or  facsimile  thereof  of  the  officer  in  charge 
of  the  station,  to  be  affixed  by  himself,  or  by  some  one  duly  authorized  by  him.  There 
may  also  be  written  or  printed  upon  the  envelope  or  wrapper  a  request  that  the  post- 
master at  the  office  of  delivery  notify  the  mailing  station  of  the  change  of  address  of  the 
addressee,  or  other  reason  for  inability  to  deliver  the  same,  and  upon  a  bulk  package 
a  request  to  the  postmaster  to  open  and  distribute  the  "franked"  matter  therein,  in 
accordance  with  the  addresses  thereon. 

DEPARTMENT   OP  AGRICULTURE    BULLETINS   MAY   BE   FRANKED    WITH    STATION 

PUBLICATIONS. 

4.  Bulletins  published  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  and 
entitled  to  be  mailed  free  under  the  penalty  envelope  of  that  department,  may  also  be 
adopted  and  mailed  by  agricultural  experiment  stations,  with  such  of  their  own 
publications  as  are  entitled  to  free  transmission  in  the  mails,  under  the  same  regula- 
tions; and  any  bulletins  or  reports  mailable  free  by  any  agricultural  experiment  station 
under  these  regulations  may  be  so  mailed  by  any  other  station  entitled  to  such  privilege. 
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REPORTS    OF    STATE  BOARDS    OR    DEPARTMEXTS    OF    AGRICULTURE. 

5.  If  annual  reports  of  an  agricultural  experiment  station  are  printed  by  Stat€  au- 
thority, and  consist  in  part  of  matter  relating  to  the  land-grant  college  to  which  such 
etation  is  attached,  then  said  report  entire  may  be  mailed  free  by  the  director  of  the 
station,  provided,  in  his  judgment,  the  whole  consists  of  useful  information  of  an 
agricultural  character.  But  the  reports  of  State  agricultural  departments  or  boards  can 
not  be  adopted  by  agricultural  experiment  stations  in  order  to  secure  free  circulation 
of  such  State  reports. 

FREE  DISTRIBUTION  OF  ANNUAL  REPORTS  NOT  RESTRICTED. 

6.  The  bulletins  and  reports  of  progress  issued  by  agricultural  experiment  stations 
can  only  be  sent  free  to  the  newspapers  and  persons  stated  in  the  preceding  section 
[sec.  503].     The  annual  reports  may  be  sent  free  to  any  address. 

FREE  TRANSMISSION  OF  PUBLICATIONS  TO  FOREIGN  COUNTRIES. 

A  part  of  section  518,  relating  to  free  transmission  of  publications 
to  certain  foreign  countries,  reads  as  follows: 

Bulletins  and  annual  reports  of  agricultural  experiment  stations  may  be  sent  free  to 
Canada,  Cuba,  Mexico,  the  Republic  of  Panama,  and  the  city  of  Shanghai,  China. 

RETURN  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  UNCLAIMED  MATTER. 

A  part  of  section  633,  relating  to  the  return  and  disposal  of  un- 
claimed official  matter,  as  amended  April  26,  1912,  reads  as  follows: 

Unclaimed  official  mail  sent  under  penalty  envelope  or  label,  or  the  frank  of  a 
Member  of  Congress,  and  unclaimed  reports  and  bulletins  sent  out  from  State  agri- 
cultural colleges  and  from  agricultural  experiment  stations  shall  be  returned  to  the 
office  of  mailing  if  it  is  known.  If  the  office  of  origin  can  not  be  ascertained,  such  mail 
shall  be  returned  to  the  post  office  at  Washington,  D.  C. 

USE  OF  RETURN  PENALTY  ENVELOPES  OR  CARDS. 

Parts  of  sections  496  and  500  provide  that— 

Officers  desiring  official  information  from  or  through  persons  not  officers  may  furnish 
penalty  envelopes  or  labels  to  cover  the  same  only  with  return  address  printed  or 
written  thereon.  *  -^  *  the  same  to  be  used  only  to  cover  such  official  information, 
and  indorsements  relating  thereto. 

FREE  TRANSMISSION  TO  UNITED  STATES  POSSESSIONS. 

An  order  of  the  Postmaster  General  provides — 

Any  article  entitled  to  transmission  free  of  postage  in  the  domestic  mails  of  the 
United  States,  either  in  a  ''penalty"  envelope  or  under  a  duly  authorized  "frank," 
shall  be  entitled  likewise  to  transmission  in  the  mails  free  of  postage  between  places 
in  any  possession  of  the  United  States  from  one  to  another  of  such  possessions,  from 
the  United  States  to  such  possession,  and  from  such  possession  to  the  United  States. 

Among  rulings  on  matters  of  detail  the  following  are  the  more 
important : 

PAID-FOR  PUBLICATIONS  MAY  NOT  BE  FRANKED. 

Copies  of  the  reports  or  bulletins  of  the  agricultural  experiment  stations,  which  are 
purchased,  paid,  or  subscribed  for,  or  otherwise  disposed  of  for  gain,  when  sent  in 
the  mails,  are  not  entitled  to  free  carriage  under  the  "frank"  of  the  director  of 
station.  ' 

BULLETINS  NOT  FRANKABLE  TO  NEWSPAPERS  OUTSIDE  OF  STATE  OF  ISSUE. 

Bulletins  are  not  mailable  free  to  newspapers  outside  of  the  State  or  Territory  in 
which  the  issuing  station  is  located . 
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TYPEWRITTEN'    OR    MECHANICALLY    DUPLICATED     BULLETINS     OR     REPORTS     MAY    BE 

FRANKED. 

Station  bulletins  and  reports,  consisting  of  typewritten  matter  duplicated  on  a 
mimeograph  or  other  duplicating  machine,  "retain  their  character  as  tree  matter  when 
properly  franked  by  the  director  of  the  station." 

HOW  CARD  BULLETINS  MAY  BE  FRANKEp. 

Cards  upon  which  are  printed  bulletins  issued  by  agricultural  experiment  stations 
established  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  March  2,  1887,  may  be  sent  openly  in  the 
mails,  free  of  postage,  provided  the  address  side  of  such  cards  bears  the  indicia  pre- 
scribed in  paragraph  3,  section  504,  Postal  Laws  and  Regulations,  for  envelopes  used 
by  the  experiment  stations  referred  to  in  mailing  copies  of  their  bulletins  and  reports. 

POSTAL  CARDS  ANNOUNCING  ISSUE  OF  NEW  PUBLICATIONS  NOT  FRANKABLE. 

There  is  no  provision  in  law  authorizing  the  use  of  official  penalty  cards  for  the 
purpose  of  announcing  in  advance  of  issue  the  contents  of  forthcoming  bulletins  or 
reports. 

RULINGS    OF    THE     TREASURY    DEPARTMENT     AFFECTING     AGRICUL- 
TURAL  EXPERIMENT   STATIONS. 

From  letters  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and  others 
by  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  relating  to  the  construction  of 
the  acts  of  Congress  of  March  '2,  1887  (Hatch  Act),  and  March  16, 
1906  (Adams  Act),  and  acts  supplementary  thereto,  the  following 
digest  has  been  prepared.  The  dates  of  the  decisions  by  the  comp- 
troller are  given: 

ANNUAL   FINANCIAL   STATEMENT. 

The  annual  financial  statement  of  the  stations,  with  vouchers,  should  not  be  sent 
to  the  Treasury  Department,  but  a  copy  simply  of  the  report  that  is  made  to  the  gov- 
ernor is  to  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.     (^ January  30,  1888. ) 

REQUIREMENTS    OF   FISCAL    OFFICERS. 

1.  The  Treasury  Department  will  not  require  officers  of  experiment  stations  to  do 
or  perform  anything  not  specifically  required  by  said  bill. 

2.  The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  not  required  to  take  a  bond  of  the  officers  of  said 
stations  for  the  money  paid  over  under  the  provisions  of  said  act. 

3.  No  reports  will  be  required  from  the  stations  directly  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury;  but  the  governor  of  the  State  must  send  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
a  copy  of  the  report  made  to  him  by  the  colleges  or  stations.     (January  31,  1888.) 

SALE    OF   STATION   BULLETINS. 

The  Solicitor  of  the  Treasury  writes:  "I  am  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  no  authority 
for  an  agricultural  experiment  station  to  sell  its  bulletins  outside  of  the  State  or  Ter- 
ritory. Congress  appropriates  for  the  publication  and  free  distribution  of  the  bulletins 
and  neither  expressly  nor  by  necessary  implication  authorizes  their  sale."  (Decem- 
ber 16,  1895.) 

ANTICIPATION    OF    FIRST    QUARTER    PAYMENTS. 

The  fiscal  year  commences  on  the  1st  day  of  July,  corresponding  with  the  fiscal  year 
of  the  Government. 

An  agricultural  station  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  *  *  *  appropriations  made  by 
Congress  can  anticipate  the  payment  to  be  made  July  1,  and  make  contracts  of  pur- 
chases prior  to  that  time,  if  it  shall  be  necessary  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  station. 
Of  course,  no  portion  of  said  appropriations  paid  in  quarterly  installments  can  be 
drawn  from  the  Treasury  unless  needed  for  the  purposes  indicated  in  the  act;  and  so 
much  of  what  is  so  drawn  as  may  not  have  been  expended  within  the  year  must  be 
accounted  for  as  part  of  the  appropriation  for  the  following  year.     (August  2,  1888.) 
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ESTABLISHMENT   OF    INDEPENDENT   STATIONS. 

The  [Hatch]  Act  contemplates  that  where  stations  have  already  been  established 
disconnected  from,  the  colleges  the  legislatures  of  such  States  may  make  such  provisions 
in  regard  thereto  as  they  may  deem  proper;  but  it  does  not  authorize  the  establish- 
ment of  stations  except  in  connection  with  the  colleges  that  were  at  that  time  or  might 
hereafter  be  established  under  the  act  of  July  2,  1862.     (January  30,  1888.) 

DIVISION    OF    FUNDS    BETWEEN    STATIONS    ALREADY    ESTABLISHED. 

Where  there  is  an  agricultural  college  or  station  which  may  have  been  established 
by  State  authority  and  is  maintained  by  the  State,  the  eighth  section  of  the  above 
act  would  authorize  the  State  to  designate  the  station  to  which  it  desired  the  appropri- 
ation to  be  applied,  whether  to  one  or  more,  or  all,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
should  make  the  payment  under  the  appropriation  to  whichever  one  the  State  might 
•desire.     (February  14,  1888.) 

DESIGNATION    OF   BENEFICIARIES    OF   THE    HATCH   FUND    BY    STATE    LEGISLATURES. 

1.  When  an  agricultural  college  or  station  has  been  established  under  the  act  of 
July  2,  1862,  each  college  is  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  provisions  of  said  act  (i.  e., 
^of  March  2,  1887). 

2.  In  a  State  where  an  agricultural  college  has  been  established  under  the  act  of 
July  2,  1862j  and  agricultural  stations  have  also  been  established,  either  under  the 
act  of  July  2,  1862,  or  by  State  authority,  before  March  2,  1887,  the  legislature  of  such 
State  shall  determine  which  one  of  said  institutions,  or  how  manv  of  them,  shall  receive 

.  the  benefits  of  the  act  of  March  2,  1887.  _  "' 

3.  If  the  legislature  of  any  State  in  which  an  agricultural  college  has  been  established 
under  the  act  of  July  2,  1862,  desires  to  establish  an  agricultural  station  which  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  said  act,  it  must  establish  such  station  in  connection  with 
said  college.     (February  15,  1888.) 

It  is  within  the  power  of  the  legislature  of  any  State  that  has  accepted  the  provisions 
-of  said  act  of  March  2,  1887,  to  dispose  of  the  amount  appropriated  by  Congress  for  said 
station  to  each  one  or  all  of  the  agricultural  colleges  or  stations  which  may  have  been 
established  in  said  State  by  virtue  of  either  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  July  2,  1862, 
<or  the  provisions  of  said  eighth  section  of  the  act  of  March  2,  1887. 

The  whole  responsibility  rests  upon  the  State  legislature  as  to  how  the  fund  appro- 
priated by  Congress  shall  be  distributed  among  these  various  institutions  of  the  State, 
provided  there  is  one  or  more  agricultural  colleges  with  which  an  agricultural  station 
;is  connected  or  one  or  more  agricultural  stations.     (December  7,  1888.) 

RULINGS  OF  THE  COMPTROLLER  OF  THE  TREASURY  REGARDING  UNEX- 
PENDED BALANCES  OF  APPROPRIATIONS,  HATCH  AND  ADAMS  ACTS. 

Section  3  of  the  so-called  Adams  Act  of  March  16,  1906  (34  Stat.  63),  which  pro- 
vides for  an  increased  annual  appropriation  for  agricultural  experiment  stations, 
requires  that  such  part  of  the  money  appropriated  under  the  provisions  of  said  act 
as  may  be  diminished  or  lost  or  misapplied  after  being  received  by  the  officer  of  the 
State  or  Territory  designated  to  receive  same  must  "be  replaced  by  said  State  or 
Territory  to  which  it  belongs,  and  until  so  replaced  no  subsequent  appropriation 
shall  be  apportioned  or  paid  to  such  State  or  Territory; "  and  this  requirement  is  an 
absolute  prohibition  upon  the  apportionment  until  such  replacement  is  actually 
made,  a  mere  withholding  from  the  subsequent  appropriation  of  an  amount  equal 
to  that  diminished,  lost,  or  misapplied  not  being  a  compliance  with  said  statute. 
(18  Comp.  Dec.  120.) 

Such  funds  may  be  replaced  by  expending  the  amount  involved 
for  the  purposes  for  which  the  funds  were  originally  appropriated 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  There  is ''no 
limitation  on  time  within  which  the  replacement  shall  be  made/' 
but  ''no  apportionment  whatever  can  be  made  until  the  misapplied 
moneys  are  replaced." 

The  provision  in  the  Hatch  Act  of  March  2,  1887  (24  Stat.  440),  requiring  the  de- 
duction of  unexpended  apportionments  of  appropriations  applies  also  to  appropri- 
ations under  the  Adams  Act  of  March  16,  1906  (34  Stat.  63).     (18  Comp.  Dec.  485. ^ 
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Such  unexpended  balances  must  be  accounted  for  as  a  part  of  the- 
appropriation  for  the  next  succeeding  year:  in  short,  each  station 
must  account  every  year  for  the  specific  sum  ($30,000)  provided  by 
Congress,  although  the  amount  actually  paid  to  the  station  in  any 
one  year  may  be  less  than  $30,000  on  account  of  the  deduction  of  an. 
unexpended  balance  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 

RULINGS  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE  ON  THE  WORK  AND 
EXPENDITURES    OF   AGRICULTURAL   EXPERIMENT   STATIONS. 

In  connection  with  examinations  of  the  work  and  expenditures  of 
the  agricultural  experiment  stations  established  in  accordance  with 
the  act  of  Congress  of  March  2,  1887,  and  further  endowed  under  act 
of  Congress  of  March  16,  1906,  under  authority  given  to  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  by  Congress,  questions  have  arisen  which  have  seemed 
to  make  it  advisable  to  formulate  the  views  of  this  department  on 
certain  matters  affecting  the  management  of  the  stations  under  those 
acts.  The  rulings  which  have  been  made  from  time  to  time  on  points, 
which  seemed  to  require  special  attention  are  as  follows: 

PERMANENT    SUBSTATIONS. 

This  department  holds  that  the  expenditure  of  funds  appropriated  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  March  2,  18S7,  for  the  maintenance  of 
permanent  substations  is  contrary'  to  the  spirit  and  intent  of  said  act.  The  act  pro- 
vides for  an  experiment  station  in  each  State  and  Territon,-,  which,  except  in  cases 
specified  in  the  act,  is  to  be  a  department  of  the  college  established  under  the  act  of 
Congress  of  July  2,  1862.  The  objects  of  the  stations,  as  defined  in  the  first-men- 
tioned act.  are  evidently  of  such  a  character  as  to  necessitate  the  serA'ices  of  scientific 
and  expert  workers.  Most  of  the  lines  of  investigation  named  in  the  act  are  general, 
rather  than  local,  and  involve  scientific  equipment  and  work.  It  is  obviously  the 
intent  that  the  stations  established  under  this  act  shall  carry  on  important  investiga- 
tions which  shall  be  of  general  benefit  to  the  agriculture  of  the  several  States  and 
Territories.  The  sum  of  §15.000,  which  is  annually  appropriated  by  Congress  under 
this  act  for  each  station,  ist)nly  sufficient  to  carry  out  a  limited  number  of  investiga- 
tions of  the  kind  contemplated  by  the  act. 

As  the  work  of  the  stations  in  the  different  States  has  developed  it  has  been  found 
necessary  to  limit,  rather  than  expand,  the  lines  of  work  of  the  indi\-idual  stations. 
Thorough  work  in  a  few  lines  has  been  found  more  effective  and  productive  of  more 
useful  results  than  small  investigations  in  numerous  lines.  Wlien  we  consider  the 
nature  of  the  investigations,  the  amoimt  of  money  pro^ided  for  the  work  of  each 
station,  and  the  fact  that  the  act  expressly  provides  for  only  a  single  station  in  con- 
nection with  each  college,  it  becomes  very  clear  that  expenditures  such  as  are  nec- 
essary to  effectually  maintain  permanent  substations  ought  not  to  be  made  from 
the  funds  granted  by  Congress  to  the  States  and  Territories  for  experiment  stations. 
The  maintenance  of  permanent  substations,  as  a  rule,  involve  the  erection  of  build- 
ings and  the  making  of  other  permanent  improvements.  The  sums  of  money  which 
can  be  expended  for  permanent  improvements  under  the  act  of  Congress  aforesaid 
are  so  small  that  it  is  clear  they  were  not  intended  to  meet  the  needs  of  more  than 
one  station  in  each  State  and  Territory. 

When  the  legislature  of  a  State  or  Territory  has  given  its  assent  to  the  pro^dsion8 
of  the  act  of  Congress  of  March  2,  1887,  and  has  designated  the  institution  which  shall 
receive  the  benefits  of  said  act,  it  would  seem  to  have  exhausted  its  powers  in  the 
matter.  The  responsibility  for  the  maintenance  of  an  experiment  station  under 
said  act  devolves  upon  the  governing  board  of  the  institution  thiK?  designated.  If 
the  legislature  of  the  State  or  Territory  sees  fit  to  pro\'ide  funds  for  the  equipment 
and  maintenance  of  other  experiment  stations  and  to  put  them  under  the  control 
of  the  same  governing  board,  well  and  good,  but  this  does  not  in  any  way  diminish 
the  responsibility  of  the  board  to  administer  the  funds  granted  by  Congress  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  said  act. 

The  wisdom  of  Congress  in  limiting  the  number  of  stations  to  be  established  in  each 
State  and  Territory  under  the  aforesaid  act  has  been  clearly  shown  by  the  experi- 
ence of  the  few  States  and  Territories  which  have  attempted  the  maintenance  of 
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substations  with  the  funds  granted  under  said  act.  The  expense  of  maintaining 
substations  has,  as  a  rule,  materially  weakened  the  central  station,  and  the  investi- 
gations carried  on  at  the  substations  have  been  superficial  and  temporary.  It  is 
granted  that  in  many  States  and  Territories  more  than  one  agricultural  experiment 
station  might  do  useful  work,  and  in  some  States  more  than  one  station  has  already 
been  successfully  maintained;  but  in  all  these  cases  the  State  has  given  funds  from 
its  own  treasury  to  supplement  those  given  by  Congress.  It  is  also  granted  that 
experiment  stations  established  under  said  act  of  Congress  and  having  no  other  funds 
than  those  pro\ided  by  that  act  will  often  need  to  carry  on  investigations  in  different 
localities  in  their  respective  States  and  Territories,  but  it  is-held  that  this  should  be 
done  in  such  a  way  as  will  secure  the  thorough  super\'ision  of  such  investigations 
by  the  expert  officers  of  the  station  and  that  arrangements  for  such  experimental 
inquiries  should  not  be  of  so  permanent  a  character  as  to  prevent  the  station  from 
shifting  its  work  from  place  to  place  as  circumstances  may  require  nor  involve  the 
expenditure  of  funds  in  such  amounts  and  in  such  ways  as  will  weaken  the  work  of 
the  station  as  a  whole. 

As  far  as  practicable  the  cooperation  of  individuals  and  communities  benefited  by 
these  special  investigations  should  be  sought  and,  if  necessary,  the  aid  of  the  States 
invoked  to  carry  on  enterprises  too  great  to  be  successfully  conducted  within  the 
limits  of  the  appropriation  granted  by  Congress  under  the  act  aforesaid. 

PURCHASE  OR  RENTAL  OF  LANDS  FOR  AGRICULTURAL  EXPERIMENT  STATIONS. 

This  department  holds  that  the  purchase  or  rental  of  lands  by  the  experiment 
stations  from  the  funds  appropriated  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  of 
Congress  of  March  2,  1887,  is  contrary  to  the  spirit  and  intent  of  said  act.  The  act 
provides  for  "pa}T.ng  the  necessary  expenses  of  conducting  investigations  and  experi- 
ments and  printing  and  distributing  the  results.  *  *  *  Provided,  however,  That 
out  of  the  first  annual  appropriation  so  received  by  any  station  an  amount  not  exceed- 
ing one-fifth  may  be  expended  in  the  erection,  enlargement,  or  repair  of  a  building 
or  buildings  necessary  for  carrying  on  the  work  of  such  stations;  and  thereafter  an 
amount  not  exceeding  five  per  centum  of  such  annual  appropriation  may  be  so 
expended. "  The  only  reference  to  land  for  the  station  in  the  act  is  in  section  8, 
where  State  legislatures  are  authorized  to  apply  appropriations  made  under  said  act 
to  separate  agricultui'al  colleges  or  schools  established  by  the  State  "which  shall  have 
connected  therewith  an  experimental  farm  or  station. "  The  strict  limitation  of  the 
amount  provided  for  buildings  and  the  absence  of  any  provision  for  the  purchase 
or  rental  of  lands,  when  taken  in  connection  with  the  statement  in  the  eighth  section, 
which  treats  the  farm  as  in  a  sense  a  necessary  adjunct  of  the  educational  institution 
to  which  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  funds  appropriated  in  accordance  with  said  act  might 
in  certain  cases  be  devoted,  point  to  the  conclusion  that  it  was  expected  that  the 
institution  of  which  the  station  is  a  department  would  supply  the  land  needed  for 
experimental  purposes  and  that  charges  for  the  purchase  or  rental  of  lands  would  not 
be  made  against  the  funds  provided  by  Congress  for  the  experiment  station.  This 
conclusion  is  reenforced  by  a  consideration  of  a  wise  and  economic  policy  in  the 
management  of  agricultural  experiment  stations,  especially  as  relating  to  cases  in 
which  it  might  be  desirable  for  the  station  to  have  land  for  experimental  purposes 
in  different  localities.  The  investigations  carried  on  by  the  stations  in  such  cases  being 
for  the  direct  benefit  of  agriculture  in  the  localities  where  the  work  is  done,  it  seems 
only  reasonable  that  persons  or  communities  whose  interests  will  be  advanced  by  the 
station  work  should  contribute  the  use  of  the  small  tracts  of  land  which  will  be  required 
for  experimental  purposes.  Experience  shows  that  in  most  cases  the  stations  have 
had  no  difficulty  in  securing  such  land  as  they  needed  without  expense,  and  it  is 
believed  that  this  may  be  done  in  every  case  without  injuriously  affecting  the 
interests  of  the  stations. 

EXPENSES   FOR  CARRYING  ON  FARM  OPERATIONS. 

This  department  holds  that  expenses  incurred  in  conducting  the  operations  of 
farms,  whether  the  faims  are  connected  with  institutions  established  under  the  act 
of  Congress  of  July  2, 1862,  or  not,  are  not  a  proper  charge  against  the  funds  appropriated 
by  Congress  for  agricultural  experiment  stations  in  accordance  with  the  act  of  Congress 
of  March  2,  1887,  unless  such  operations  definitely  constitute  a  part  of  agricultural 
investigations  or  experiments  planned  and  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
of  the  act  aforesaid,  under  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the  governing  board 
of  the  station.     The  performance  of  ordinary  farm  operations  by  an   experiment 
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station  does  not  constitute  experimental  work.  Operations  of  this  character  by  au 
experiment  station  should  be  confined  to  such  as  are  a  necessary  part  of  experimental 
inquiries.  Carr\i.ng  on  a  farm  for  profit  or  as  a  model  farm,  or  to  secure  funds  which 
may  be  afterwards  devoted  to  the  erection  of  buildings  for  experiment  station  pur- 
poses, to  the  further  development  of  experimental  investigation,  or  to  any  other 
purpose,  however  laudable  and  desirable,  is  not  contemplated  by  the  law  as  a  part 
of  the  functions  of  an  agricultural  experiment  station  established  under  the  act  of 
Congress  of  March  2,  1887.  Section  5  of  that  act  plainly  limits  the  expenditures  of 
funds  appropriated  in  accordance  with  said  act  to  "the  necessary  expenses  of  con- 
ducting investigations  and  experiments  and  printing  and  distributing  the  results.  " 

SALES  FUNDS  OF  AN  AGRICULTURAL  EXPERIMENT  STATION. 

This  department  holds  that  moneys  received  from  the  sales  of  farm  products  or  other 
property  in  the  possession  of  an  agricultural  experiment  station  as  the  result  of  ex- 
penditures of  funds  received  by  the  station  in  accordance  with  the  act  of  Congress  of 
March  2, 1887,  rightfully  belong  to  the  experiment  station  as  a  department  of  the  college 
or  other  institution  with  which  it  is  connected,  and  may  be  expended  in  accordance 
with  the  laws  or  regulations  governing  the  financial  transactions  of  the  governing  board 
of  the  station,  provided,  however,  that  all  expenses  attending  such  sales,  including 
those  attending  the  delivery  of  the  property  into  the  possession  of  the  purchaser, 
should  be  deducted  from  the  gross  receipts  from  the  sales  and  should  not  le  made  a 
charge  against  the  funds  appropriated  by  Congress. 

LIMIT  OF  EXPENDITURES  OF  EXPERIMENT  STATIONS  DURING  ONE  FISCAL  YEAR. 

This  department  holds  that  expenses  incurred  by  an  agricultural  experiment  station 
in  any  one  fiscal  year  to  be  paid  from  the  fimds  provided  under  the  act  of  Congress  of 
March  2,  1887,  should  not  exceed  the  amount  appropriated  to  the  station  by  Congi-ess 
for  that  year,  and  especially  that  all  personal  services  should  be  paid  for  out  of  the 
appropriation  of  the  year  in  which  they  were  performed,  and  that  claims  for  compen- 
sation for  such  services  can  not  properly  be  paid  out  of  the  appropriations  for  succeed- 
ing years.  The  several  appropriations  for  expeiiment  stations  under  the  aforesaid 
act  are  for  one  year  only,  and  officers  of  experiment  stations  have  no  authority  to  con- 
tract for  expenditures  beyond  the  year  for  which  Congress  has  made  appropriations. 

This  is  plainly  implied  in  the  act  aforesaid,  inasmuch  as  section  6  provides  that 
unexpended  balances  shall  revert  to  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  "in  order  that 
the  amount  of  money  appropriated  to  any  station  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  actually 
and  necessarily  requii'ed  for  its  maintenance  and  support."  The  annual  financial 
report  rendered  in  the  fomi  prescribed  by  this  department  should  in  every  case  in- 
clude only  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  fiscal  year  for  which  the  report  is  made. 

EXPENDITURES    FOR    A    WATER    SYSTEM    TO      BE    CHARGED      UNDER    "BUILDINGS      AND 

REPAIRS." 

This  department  holds  that  expenditures  by  agricultural  experiment  stations  from 
the  funds  appropriated  in  accordance  with  the  act  of  Congress  of  March  2,  1887,  for  the 
construction  of  wells,  cisterns,  ponds,  or  other  reser\-oirs  for  the  storage  of  water,  and 
for  piping,  and  other  materials  for  a  system  of  storing  and  distributing  water,  are 
properly  charged,  under  abstract  18  in  the  schedule  for  financial  reports  prescribed  by 
this  department,  as  being  for  improvements  on  lands  which  have  hitherto  been  held  to 
come  under  the  head  of  ' '  buildings  and  repairs. ' '  The  fact  that  a  water  system  may  be 
a  necessary  adjunct  of  certain  experimental  inquiries  does  not  affec  t  the  case,  inasmuch 
as  the  limitations  on  expenditures  for  improvements  contained  in  section  5  of  the  act 
of  Congress  of  March  2,  1887,  expressly  stipulate  that  these  improvements  shall  be  such 
as  are  necessary  for  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  station.

MEMBERSHIP  FEES  IN  AGRICULTURAL  AND  OTHER  ORGANIZATIONS. 

This  department  holds  that  membership  fees  in  associations  and  other  organizations 
are  not  a  proper  charge  against  the  funds  appropriated  by  Congress  in  accordance  with 
the  act  of  March  2,  1887,  except  in  the  case  of  the  Association  of  American  Agricul- 
tural Colleges  and  Experiment  Stations,  which  is  held  to  I  e  an  essential  part  of  the 
system  of  experiment  stations  estal)lished  under  said  act. 


Correction  in  Department   Circular  251 , 
Paderal  Legislation,  Regulations,    and  Hulings 
Affecting  Land-Grant  Colleges  and  Experiment 
Stations. 

Page  30. —  Qnit  section  entitled 

"]\,/[EI\1BERSHrP  EESS  IN  AGRICULTtlRAL  AND  OTHER 
ORGANIZATIONS," 
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THE  BORROWING  OP  MONEY  BY  AGRICULTURAL  EXPERIMENT  STATIONS. 

This  department  holds  that  experiment  station  officers  have  no  authority  to  borrow 
money  to  be  repaid  out  of  appropriations  made  under  the  act  of  Congress  of  March  2, 
1887,  and  that  charges  for  interest  can  not  properly  be  made  against  funds  appropriated 
under  that  act. 

USE  OF  EXPERIMENT  STATION  FUNDS  FOR  COLLEGE  PURPOSES. 

This  department  holds  that  no  portion  of  the  funds  appropriated  by  Congress  in 
accordance  with  the  act  of  March  2,  1887,  can  legally  be  used,  either  directly  or  in- 
directly, for  pa>'ing  the  salaries  or  wages  of  professors,  teachers,  or  other  persons  whose 
duties  are  confined  to  teaching,  administration,  or  other  work  in  connection  with  the 
courses  of  instruction  given  in  the  colleges  with  which  the  stations  are  connected  or 
in  any  other  educational  institution;  nor  should  any  other  expenses  connected  with 
the  work  or  facilities  for  instruction  in  school  or  college  courses  be  paid  fi'om  said  fund. 
In  case  the  same  persons  are  employed  in  both  the  expeiiment  station  and  the  other 
departments  of  the  college  with  which  the  station  is  connected  a  fair  and  equitable 
division  of  salaries  or  wages  should  be  made,  and  in  case  of  any  other  expenditures, 
for  the  joint  benefit  of  the  experiment  station  and  the  other  departments  of  the  college 
the  aforesaid  funds  should  be  charged  with  only  a  fair  share  of  such  expenditures. 

EXPENSES  FOR  EXTENSION  WORK  NOT  CHARGEABLE  TO  THE  HATCH  FUND. 
Extract  from  circular  letter  of  the  Director  of  the  OflBce  of  Experiment  Stations  of  February  25,  1909. 

Expenses  for  extension  work  should  not  be  charged  against  the  Hatch  fund,  and 

*  *    *    only  such  printing  should  be  done  with  that  fund  as  will  record  the  experi- 
mental work  of  the  stations  established  under  the  Hatch  Act.     *    *    * 

ACCOUNTING  AND  USES  OF  THE  ADAMS  FUND. 

Extract  from  circalar  letter  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  of  March  20,  1906. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  act  it  will  be  necessary  that  a  separate  account  of  the  Adams 
fund  shall  be  kept  at  each  station,  which  should  be  open  at  all  times  to  the  inspection 

of  the  Director  of  the  Office  of  Experiment  Stations  or  his  accredited  representative. 

*  *    * 

The  Adams  fund  is  "to  be  applied  only  to  paying  the  necessary  expenses  of  con- 
ducting original  researches  or  experiments  bearing  directly  on  the  agricultural  in- 
dustry of  the  United  States.*"  It  is  for  the  '  'more  complete  endowment  and  main- 
tenance" of  the  experiment  stations,  presupposing  the  pro\ision  of  a  working  plant 
and  administrative  officers.  Accordingly,  expenses  for  administration,  care  of  build- 
ings and  grounds,  insurance,  office  furniture  and  fittings,  general  maintenance  of  the 
station  farm  and  animals,  verification  and  demonstration  experiments,  compilations, 
farmers'  institute  work,  traveling,  except  as  is  immediately  connected  with  original 
researches  in  progi-ess  under  this  act,  and  other  general  expenses  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  experiment  stations,  are  not  to  be  charged  to  this  fund.  The  act  makes  no  pro- 
^dsion  for  printing  or  for  the  distribution  of  publications,  which  should  be  charged  to 
other  funds.     *    *    * 

CARD  INDEX   OF  STATION  LITERATURE. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  hereafter  may  furnish  to  such  institutions  or  individ- 
uals as  may  care  to  buy  them  copies  of  the  card  index  of  agricultural  literature  pre- 
pared by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in  connection  with  its  administration  of  the 
acts  of  March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven  (Twenty-fourth  Statutes  at 
Large,  page  four  hundred  and  forty),  and  the  act  of 'March  sixteenth,  nineteen  hundred 
and  six  (Thirty-fourth  Statutes  at  Large,  page  sixty-three),  and  the  acts  amendatory 
of  and  supplementary  thereto,  and  charge  for  the  same  a  price  covering  the  additional 
expenses  involved  in  the  preparation  of  these  copies,  the  money  received  from  such 
sales  to  be  deposited  in  the  Treasurv  of  the  United  States  as  miscellaneous  receipts 
(38  Stat.  L.  1086,  1109). 
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COOPERATIVE    EXTENSION    WORKf  IN    AGRICULTURE    AND 
HOME  ECONOMICS. 

ACT    OF   1914   PROVIDING   FOR   COOPERATIVE   EXTENSION   WORK. 

[Smith-Lever  Act.] 

AN  ACT  To  provide  for  cooperative  agricultural  extension  work  between  the  agricultural  colleges  in  the 
several  States  receiving  the  benefits  of  an  act  of  Congress  approved  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-two,  and  of  acts  supplementary  thereto,  and  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  in  order  to  aid  in  diffusing  among  the  people  of  the  United 
States  useful  and  practical  information  on  subjects  relating  to  agriculture  and  home 
economics,  and  to  encourage  the  application  of  the  same,  there  ma}'  be  inaugurated 
in  connection  with  the  college  or  colleges  in  each  State  now  recei\'ing,  or  which  may 
hereafter  receive,  the  benefits  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  July  second,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-two,  entitled  '  'An  act  donating  public  lands  to  the  several  States 
and  Territories  which  may  provide  colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  me- 
chanic arts"  (Twelfth  Statutes  at  Large,  page  five  hundred  and  three),  and  of  the  act 
of  Congress  approved  August  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety  (Twenty-sixth 
Statutes  at  Large,  page  four  hundred  and  seventeen  and  chapter  eight  hundred  and 
forty-one),  agricultural  extension  work  which  shall  be  carried  on  in  cooperation  with 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture:  Provided,  That  in  any  State  in  which 
two  or  more  such  colleges  have  been  or  hereafter  may  be  established  the  appropriations 
hereinafter  made  to  such  State  shall  be  administered  by  such  college  or  colleges  as  the 
legislature  of  such  State  may  direct:  Provided  further,  That,  pending  the  inauguration 
and  development  of  the  cooperative  extension  work  herein  authorized,  nothing  in 
this  act  shall  be  construed  to  discontinue  either  the  farm  management  work  or  the 
farmers'  cooperative  demonstration  work  as  now  conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  Plant 
Industry  of  the  Department  of  Agiiculture. 

Sec.  2.  That  cooperative  agricultural  extension  work  shall  consist  of  the  giving  of 
instruction  and  practical  demonstrations  in  agriculture  and  home  economics  to  persons 
not  attending  or  resident  in  said  colleges  in  the  several  communities,  and  imparting 
to  such  persons  information  on  said  subjects  through  field  demonstrations,  publications, 
and  otherwise;  and  this  work  shall  be  carried  on  in  such  manner  as  may  be  mutually 
agreed  upon  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  the  State  agricultural  college  or 
colleges  receiving  the  benefits  of  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  That  for  the  purpose  of  pajdng  the  expenses  of  said  cooperative  agricultural 
extension  work  and  the  necessary  printing  and  distributing  of  information  in  connec- 
tion with  the  same,  there  is  permanently  appropriated,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treas- 
ury not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  sum  of  $480,000  for  each  year,  $10,000  of  which 
shall  be  paid  annually,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  pro\'ided,  to  each  State  which  shall 
by  action  of  its  legislature  assent  to  the  provisions  of  this  act:  Provided,  That  payment 
of  such  installments  of  the  appropriation  hereinbefore  made  as  shall  become  due  to 
to  any  State  before  the  adjournment  of  the  regular  session  of  the  legislature  meeting 
next  after  the  passage  of  this  act  may,  in  the  absence  of  prior  legislative  assent,  be  made 
upon  the  assent  of  the  governor  thereof,  duly  certified  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury: 
Provided  further,  That  there  is  also  appropriated  an  additional  sum  of  8600,000  for  the 
fiscal  year  follo\^^.ng  that  in  which  the  foregoing  appropriation  first  becomes  available, 
and  for  each  year  thereafter  for  seven  years  a  sum  exceeding  by  $500,000  the  sum  ap- 
propriated for  each  preceding  year,  and  for  each  year  thereafter  there  is  permanently 
appropriated  for  each  year  the  sum  of  $4,100,000  in  addition  to  the  sum  of  $480,000 
hereinbefore  provided:  Provided  further,  That  before  the  funds  herein  appropriated 
shall  become  available  to  any  college  for  any  fiscal  year  plans  for  the  work  to  be  carried 
on  under  this  act  shall  be  submitted  by  the  proper  officials  of  each  college  and  approved 
by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  Such  additional  sums  shall  be  used  only  for  the  pur- 
poses hereinbefore  stated,  and  shall  be  allotted  annually  to  each  State  by  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  and  paid  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  provided,  in  the  proportion  which 
the  rural  population  of  each  State  bears  to  the  total  rural  population  of  all  the  States 
as  determined  by  the  next  preceding  Federal  census:  Provided  further.  That  no  pay- 
ment out  of  the  additional  appropriations  herein  provided  shall  be  made  in  any  year 
to  any  State  until  an  equal  sum  has  been  appropriated  for  that  year  by  the  legislature 
of  such  State,  or  provided  by  State,  county,  college,  local  authority,  or  individual 
contributions  from  within  the  State,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  cooperative  agricultural 
extension  work  provided  for  in  this  act. 
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Sec.  4.  That  the  sums  hereby  appropriated  for  extension  work  shall  he  paid  in 
equal  semiannual  payments  on  the  first  day  of  January  and  July  of  each  year  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  upon  the  warrant  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  out 
of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  to  the  treasurer  or  other  officer  of  the  State  duly 
authorized  by  the  laws  of  the  State  to  receive  the  same;  and  such  officer  shall  be  re- 
quired to  report  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September 
of  each  year,  a  detailed  statement  of  the  amount  so  received  during  the  pre\ious 
fiscal  year,  and  of  its  disbursement,  on  forms  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

Sec.  5.  That  if  any  portion  of  the  moneys  received  by  the  designated  officer  of 
any  State  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  cooperative  agricultural  extension 
work,  as  pro\i.ded  in  this  act,  shall  by  any  action  or  contingency  be  diminished  or 
lost  or  be  misapplied,  it  shall  be  replaced  by  said  State  to  which  it  belongs,  and  until 
so  replaced  no  subsequent  appropriation  shall  be  apportioned  or  paid  to  said  State, 
and  no  portion  of  said  moneys  shall  be  applied,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  the  purchase, 
erection,  preservation,  or  repair  of  any  building  or  buildings^  or  the  purchase  or 
rental  of  land,  or  in  college-course  teaching,  lectures  in  colleges,  promoting  agricul- 
tural trains,  or  any  other  purpose  not  specified  in  this  act,  and  not  more  than  five 
per  centum  of  each  annual  appropriation  shall  be  applied  to  the  priuting  and  distri- 
bution of  publications.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  of  said  colleges  annually,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  January,  to  make  to  the  governor  of  the  State  in  which  it  is 
located  a  full  and  detailed  report  of  its  operations  in  the  direction  of  extension  work 
as  defined  in  this  act,  including  a  detailed  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures 
from  all  sources  for  this  purpose,  a  copy  of  which  report  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  6.  That  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year  after  the  passage  of  this 
act  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  ascertain  and  certify  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury as  to  each  State  whether  it  is  entitled  to  receive  its  share  of  the  annual  appropria- 
tion for  cooperative  agricultural  extension  work  under  this  act,  and  the  amount  which 
it  is  entitled  to  receive.  If  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  withhold  a  certificate 
from  any  State  of  its  appropriation,  the  facts  and  reasons  therefor  shall  be  reported  to 
the  President,  and  the  amount  involved  shall  be  kept  separate  in  the  Treasury  until 
the  expiration  of  the  Congress  next  succeeding  a  session  of  the  legislature  of  any  State 
from  which  a  certificate  has  been  withheld,  in  order  that  the  State  may,  if  it  should 
so  desire,  appeal  to  Congress  from  the  determination  of  the  Secretaiy  of  Agriculture. 
If  the  next  Congress  shall  not  direct  such  sum  to  be  paid,  it  shall  be  covered  into  the 
Treasury. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  Congress 
of  the  receipts,  expenditures,  and  results  of  the  cooperative  agricultiu'al  extension 
work  in  all  of  the  States  recei^■ing  the  benefits  of  this  act,  and  also  whether  the 
appropriation  of  any  State  has  been  withheld,  and  if  so,  the  reasons  therefor. 

Sec  8.  That  Congress  may  at  any  time  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  any  or  all  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

Approved,  May  8,  1914  (38  Stat.  L.  372). 

SUPPLEMENTARY  LEGISLATION  RELATING  TO  EXTENSION  WORK, 

1922-23. 

Extract  from  an  act  making  appropriations  for  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30, 1923,  and  for  other  purposes. 

For  cooperative  agricultural  extension  work,  to  be  allotted,  paid,  and  expended  in 
the  same  manner,  upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions,  and  under  the  same  super\ision 
as  the  additional  appropriations  made  by  the  act  of  May  8,  1914  (Thirty-eighth  Stat- 
utes at  Large,  page  372),  entitled  "An  act  to  pro\dde  for  cooperative  agricultural 
extension  work  between  the  agricultural  colleges  in  the  several  States  receiAing  the 
benefits  of  an  act  of  Congress  approved  July  2, 1862,  and  of  acta'supplementary  thereto, 
and  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture, "  $1,300,000;  and  all  sums 
appropriated  by  this  act  for  use  for  demonstration  or  extension  work  within  any 
State  shall  be  used  and  expended  in  accordance  with  plans  mutually  agreed  upon 
by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  the  proper  officials  of  the  college  in  such  State 
which  receives  the  benefits  of  said  act  of  May  8,  1914:  Provided,  That  of  the  above 
appropriation  not  more  than  $300,000  shall  be  expended  for  purposes  other  than  the 
salaries  of  county  agents. 

For  farmers'  cooperative  demonstration  work,  including  special  suggestions  of  plans 
and  methods  for  more  effective  dissemination  of  the  results  of  the  work  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  and  the  agricultural  experiment  stations  and  of  improved  methods 
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of  agricultural  practice,  at  farmers'  institutes  and  in  agricultural  instruction,  and 
for  the  employment  of  labor  in  the  city  of  Washington  and  elsewhere,  supplies,  and  all 
other  necessary  expenses,  $1,300,000:  Provided,  That  the  expense  of  such  ser\ice 
shall  be  defrayed  from  this  appropriation  and  such  cooperative  funds  as  may  be 
voluntarily  contributed  by  State,  county,  and  municipal  agencies,  associations  of 
farmers,  and  indi\idual  farmers,  universities,  colleges,  boards  of  trade,  chambers  of 
commerce,  other  local  associations  of  business  men,  business  organizations,  and 
indi^iduals  within  the  State. 

FREE   MAIL   PRIVILEGE. 

By  extension  directors  or  other  designated  college  officers. 

PROVISION"  OF  ACT  MAKING  APPROPRIATIONS   FOR  THE  UNITED  STATES  DEPARTMENT  OF 
AGRICULTURE  FOR  THE  FISCAL  YEAR  ENDING  JUNE  30,  1915. 

All  correspondence,  bulletins,  and  repDrts  for  the  furtherance  of  the  purposes  of  the 
act  approved  May  eighth,  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide 
for  cooperative  agricultural  extension  work  between  the  agricultural  colleges  in  the 
several  States  receiving  the  benefits  of  an  act  of  Congress  approved  July  second,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  the  acts  supplementary  thereto,  and  the  United 
States  Depxrtment  of  Agriculture,"  may  be  transmitted  in  the  mails  of  the  United 
States  free  of  charge  for  postage,  under  such  regulations  as  the  Postmaster  General, 
from  time  to  time,  may  prescribe,  by  such  college  officer  or  other  person  connected 
with  the  extension  department  of  such  college  as  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may 
designate  to  the  Postmaster  General  (38  Stat.  L.  415,  438). 

In  a  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  dated  April  28,  1915, 
the  Postmaster  General  ruled  that  the  above  proviso  '4s  regarded 
as  permanent  legislation." 

ORDER    (no.    8547)    OF   THE    POSTMASTER    GENERAL    REGARDING   THE    FRANKING   PRIVI- 
LEGE UNDER  THE  SMITH-LEVER  ACT. 

[Approved  December  21, 19U.] 

The  Postal  Laws  and  Regulations,  edition  of  1913,  are  amended  by  the  addition  of 
t]ie  following  as  section  504^ . 

bOUj.  All  correspondence,  bulletins,  and  reports  for  the  fur.therance  of  the  purpose 
of  the  act  approved  May  8,  1914  (see  paragraph  2  of  this  section),  entitled  "An  act  to 
provide  for  cooperative  agricultural  extension  work  between  the  agricultural  colleges 
in  the  several  States  recei\dng  the  benefits  of  an  act  of  Congress  approved  July  2,  1862, 
and  the  acts  supplementary  thereto,  and  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture, " 
may  be  transmitted  in  the  mails  of  the  United  States  free  of  charge  for  postage,  under 
such  regulations  as  the  Postmaster  General  from  time  to  time  may  prescribe,  by  such 
college  officer  or  other  person  connected  with  the  extension  department  of  such  college 
as  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may  designate  to  the  Postmaster  General.  (Act  of 
June  30,  1914.) 

2.  There  may  be  inaugurated  in  connection  \^ith  the  college  or  colleges  in  each 
State  now  recei\T.ng,  or  which  may  hereafter  receive,  the  benefits  of  the  act  of  Con- 
gress approved  July  2,  1862  *  *  *  (12  Stat.  503\  and  the  act  of  Congress  approved 
August  30,  1890  (26  Stat.  417),  agricultural  extension  work  which  shall  be  carried  on  in 
cooperation  with  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.  *  *  *  Cooperative 
agricultural  extension  work  shall  consist  of  the  giA^ng  of  instruction  and  practical 
demonstrations  in  agriculture  and  home  economics  to  persons  not  attending  or  resident 
in  said  colleges  in  the  several  communities,  and  imparting  to  such  persons  informa- 
tion on  said  subjects  through  field  demonstrations,  publications,  and  other^^'ise.  (Act 
of  Mays,  1914.) 

3.  Upon  designation  of  the  Postmaster  General  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  of  a 
college  officer  or  other  person  connected  with  the  extension  department  of  a  State 
agricultural  college  receiving  the  benefits  of  the  act  of  July  2,  1862,  and  the  acts  sup- 
plementary thereto,  by  whom  the  correspondence,  bulletins,  and  reports  mentioned 
in  paragraph  1  of  this  section  are  to  be  transmitted,  the  '  bird  Assistant  Postmaster 
General  shall  authorize  the  postmaster  at  the  post  office  where  the  extension  depart- 
ment of  such  col  logo  is  locatod  to  accept  from  the  officer  or  person  so  designated  such 
correspondence,  bulletins,  and  reports  for  free  transmission  in  the  mails. 

4.  In  the  upper  left  corner  of  the  envelope  or  wrapper  containing  such  correspond- 
ence, bulletins,  or  reports  shall  be  printed  over  the  words  "Free — Cooperative  Agri- 
cultural Extension  Work — Acts  of  May  8  and  June  30,  1914,"  the  nanlo  of  the  agri- 
cultural college  and  the  name  of  the  post  office  at  which  the  matter  is  to  be  accepted 
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free,  follo's^ei  by  the  name  and  title  of  the  college  officer  or  person  designated  to  trans- 
mit S'i2h  matter,  ani  in  the  upper  right  corner  the  words  "Penalty  for  private  use  to 
avoid  payment  of  postage,  $300."  The  designated  college  officer  or  person  is  not 
authorize  i  to  furnish  such  envelopes  for  use  as  return  envelopes  by  individuals  or 
concerns  from  whom  replies  are  requested. 

5.  Only  such  correspondence,  bulletins,  and  reports  as  are  for  the  furtherance  of 
the  purposes  of  the  act  of  May  8,  1914,  set  forth  in  paragraph  2  of  this  section,  and  are 
mailed  at  the  authorized  post  office  by  the  college  officer  or  other  person  duly  designated 
may  be  transmitted  free  under  the  provisions  of  this  section.  All  such  correspondence 
etc.,  to  be  entitled  to  free  transmission,  must  be  conducted  under  the  name  of  such 
designated  college  officer  or  person.  Correspondence  with  autograph  signature  may 
be  mailed  sealed,  but  all  other  matter  shall  be  presented  unsealed. 

6.  When  in  doubt  as  to  whether  any  particular  matter  presented  for  mailing  under 
the  provisions  of  this  section  is  entitled  to  be  transmitted  free,  the  postmaster  shall 
submit  a  sample  to  the  Third  Assistant  Postmaster  General,  Division  of  Classification, 
and  peading  decision  may  dispatch  the  matter  if  the  sender  makes  a  deposit  to  cover 
the  postage  at  the  proper  rate.  The  deposit  will  be  refunded  if  the  matter  is  held  to  be 
entitled  to  free  transmission. 

INFORMATION    CONCERNING   THE     USE    OF   THE     PENALTY   PRIVILEGE     BY   COOPERATIVE 
EXTENSION    EMPLOYEES    OF    THE    UNITED    STATES    DEPARTMENT    OF    AGRICULTURE. 

Promulgated  by  the  Third  Assistant  Postmaster  General  September  1,  1922. 

1.  The  law,  embodied  in  section  496,  Postal  Laws  and  Regulations,  restricts  the  use 
of  penalty  envelopes  to  "officers  of  the  United  States  Government"  solely  for  the  pur- 
pose of  transmitting  in  the  mails  free  of  postage  "matters  relating  exclusively  to 
the  business  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States."  As  employees  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  States  Relations  Service,  county  agents,  county 
home  demonstration  agents,  county  club  leaders  or  agents,  and  the  State  leaders  of 
such  agents,  are  officers  of  the  United  States  Government  and  are  entitled  to  use 
penalty  envelopes  in  sending  matter  in  the  mails  free  of  postage  in  pursuance  of  their 
duties  as  employees  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

2.  The  fundamental  viewpoint  to  be  considered  is  that  such  employees  have  the 
right  to  use  penalty  envelopes,  cards,  or  labels  only  because  they  are  employees  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.  They  should  exercise  the  penalty  privilege 
only  for  matters  arising  in  connection  with  those  extension  enterprises  which  are  cov- 
ered by  the  terms  of  their  commissions  from  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  Such 
persons  may  not  use  penalty  envelopes,  cards,  or  labels  to  transmit  free  in  the  mails 
matters  sent  in  behalf  of  the  agencies  or  institutions  (such  as  the  State  department  or 
college  of  agriculture,  farm  l)ureau.  etc.)  with  which  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture  is  cooperating  and  on  which  such  agencies  or  institutions  should  properly 
pay  postage. 

3.  All  matters  mailed  free  by  cooperative  extension  employees  should  bear  a  heading 
which  clearly  indicates  the  participation  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture in  the  work  undertaken.  The  approved  form  for  such  heading  is  as  follows, 
and  may  be  adapted  to  meet  the  needs  of  each  State  and  county:

cooperating. 

4_.  Section  496,  Postal  Laws  and  Regulations,  prescribes  the  particular  indicia 
which  shall  appear  on  penalty  envelopes.  Those  furnished  by  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  for  use  by  its  employees  in  cooperative  extension  work  bear  the  following 
indicia: 

U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  Penalty  for  Private  Use  to  Avoid 

States  Relations  Ser\-ice,  Payment  of  Postage,  S300. 

Washington,  D.C.. 

Official  Business. 

No  other  matter,  such  as  an  employee's  local  return  card,  etc.,  should  be  added,  but 
the  envelopes  should  be  used  as  furnished  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 
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5.  Matter  to  be  mailed  free  by  agricultural  extension  employees  should  consist,  in 
the  main,  of  the  giving  of  instructions  and  demonstrations  in  agriculture  and  home 
economics,  imparting  information  in  regard  thereto,  announcing  meetings  called  bv 
the  employees  for  such  purposes,  and  otherwise  promoting  cooperative  extension  work 
as  a  Federal  project.    This  embraces  matter  such  as  the  following: 

(a)  Bulletins,  pamphlets,  etc.,  issued  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture. 
(6)  Official  correspondence  with  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  leaders  or  di- 
rectors within  the  State,  supervising  agents  and  other  field  employees  of 
that  department  engaged  in  similar  work,  relating  entirely  to  official  business 
for  which  the  sender  received  the  Federal  appointment. 

(c)  Letters  of  instruction  to  farmers  who  are  carrying  on  demonstrations. 

(d)  Notices  of  meetings  to  be  held  in  furtherance  of  cooperative  extension  work  as 

a  Federal  project  and  of  special  demonstrations  for  the  purpose  of  gi^ang 
information  to  farmers  or  their  families  relative  to  demonstrations  conducted 
under  the  supervision  of  the  employees. 

(e)  Advice  to  farmers  and  their  families  in  answer  to  inquiries  regarding  some 

feature  of  agiiculture  or  home  economics  promoted  by  the  employee  in  his 
capacity  as  a  Federal  employee. 
(/)  Bulletins,  pamphlets,  etc.,  issued  by  State  agricultural  colleges  or  experiment 
stations  containing  valuable  information  on  agriculture  and  home  economics 
which  an  employee  desires  to  furnish  to  particular  persons  who  have  made 
requests  for  such  information  or  with  whom  he  is  conducting  some  demon- 
~        stration  or  special  work,  when  accompanied  by  a  letter  of  transmission 

signed  by  him  with  his  official  title. 
(g)  Other  matter  strictly  promoting  cooperative  extension  work  as  a  Federal 
enterprise. 
G.  Penalty  envelopes  should  not  be  used  in  mailing  any  private  matter  whatever, 
and  the  entire  contents  of  letters,  circulars,  etc.,  mailed  free  should  relate  exclusively 
to  cooperative  extension  work  in  agriculture  or  home  economics  as  a  Federal  project. 
Cooperative  employees  should  not  use  penalty  envelopes  in  conducting  actual  ser\'ice 
work,  such  as: 

(a)  Buying  or  selling  products  for  individual  farmers,  dealers,  shippers,  etc.,  or 

groups  of  farmers,  etc. 
(6)  Recommending  products  of  particular  firms  or  individuals. 

(c)  Sending  for  catalogues,  price  lists,  seed,  implements,  etc.,  for  farmers,  etc. 

(d)  General  distribution  of  bulletins,  circulars,  or  other  printed  matter  of  colleges 

or  stations  or  other  organizations. 

(e)  Distributing  commercial,  religious,  or  political  announcements  or  advertise- 

ments. 

(/)  Soliciting  membership  or  funds  for  the  support  of  any  organization  or  associa- 
tion. 

(g)  Sending  out  notices  of  meetings  of  organizations  of  farmers  or  business  men. 

(h)  Sending  out  indiscriminate  announcements  of  farmers'  meetings; 

(i)  Relie\TLng  organizations,  institutions,  or  other  agencies  from  pajdng  postage 
on  matter  issued  in  the  interest  of  such  organizations,  institutions,  or  other 
agencies  and  which  is  properly  chargeable  with  postage. 

(j)  Promoting  any  organization  with  functions  other  than  the  promotion  of  co- 
operative or  departmental  extension  work  in  agriculture  or  home  economics. 

(k)  Mailing  newspapers  or  periodicals  or  publications  similar  thereto. 

(Z)  Sending  catalogues  or  announcements  of  State,  county,  or  other  fairs,  or 
prize  lists  of  such  fairs  or  other  prizes. 

(m)  Mailing  matter  relating  to  any  meeting,  services,  project,  etc.,  in  connection 
with  which  money  is  required  to  be  paid. 

(n)  Promoting  any  enterprise  other  than  Federal  cooperative  extension  work. 

7.  Correspondence  with  autograph  signature  of  an  agricultural  extension  employee 
may  be  mailed  sealed,  but  all  other  matter  must  be  left  unsealed  and  should  be  mailed 
only  at  the  post  office  designated  for  that  purpose.  Letters  and  circulars  mailed  free 
by  cooperative  extension  employees  should  not  be  signed  by  any  person  except  an 
authorized  agent  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  who  should  affix  his 
official  title  indicating  in  what  capacity  he  is  an  officer  of  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment and  thereby  entitled  to  use  the  penalty  privilege. 

8.  Cooperative  extension  employees  may  not  use  penalty  envelopes  in  promoting 
the  interests  of  local,  county,  State,  or  national  farm  organizations,  except  those 
which  are  organized  for  the  exclusive  purpose  of  promoting  cooperative  or  depart- 
mental extension  work  in  agriculture  or  home  economics.  Furthermore,  when  cir- 
culars, letters,  etc.,  which  in  fact  relate  to  the  business  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
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States  are  to  be  mailed  free  by  such  employees,  the  salutation,  contents,  and  com- 
plimentary ending  thereof  should  not  be  in  such  form  as  to  indicate  that  the  matter 
relates  to  the  business  of  a  private  organization  or  agency.  All  matter  mailed  free 
should  be  prepared  in  such  manner  as  clearly  to  indicate  that  the  subject  matter 
relates  to  an  enterprise  for  the  furtherance  of  which  the  employees  received  their  com- 
missions. 

9.  The  provisions  of  section. 504i,  Postal  Laws  and  Regulations,  in  regard  to  the  free 
mailing  privilege  accorded  directors  of  the  extension  divisions  of  State  agricultural 
colleges,  do  not  apply  to  county  agents,  home  demonstration  agents,  or  other  agri- 
cultural extension  employees  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.  This 
also  applies  to  sections  503  and  504,  Postal  Laws  and  Regulations,  pertaining  to 
the  free  mailing  privilege  of  directors  of  agricultural  experiment  stations. 

10.  Correspondence  of  an  informational  character  preliminary  to  the  establishment 
of  local  organizations  such  as  live  stock,  wool,  and  other  marketing  associations,  etc., 
designed  to  promote  cooperative  agricultural  extension  work  in  agriculture  and  home 
economics  may  be  mailed  free,  but  when  such  an  association  begins  to  function  its 
activities  should  then  be  handled  by  its  own  officers,  and  correspondence  in  regard 
thereto  is  no  longer  entitled  to  be  mailed  free  but  should  be  sent  under  postage.  In  other 
words,  cooperative  extension  employees  may  use  penalty  envelopes  for  mailing 
matter  free  in  order  "to  show  the  farmers  how  to  organize,  but  it  is  not  their  function 
to  act  as  business  agents  of  the  farmers  or  as  agents  of  cooperative  marketing  or  other 
organizations." 

11.  Cooperative  extension  employees  are  not  entitled  to  send  out  circulars  of  in- 
quiry in  penalty  envelopes  unless  they  are  instructed  to  do  so  by  the  director  of 
cooperative  extension  work  in  their  State,  and  penalty  envelopes,  tags,  or  labels 
should  never  be  furnished  to  farmers  or  others  to  be  used  in  sending  any  commodity 
through  the  mails.  A  return  addressed  penalty  envelope  or  card  may  be  sent  out  to 
farmers  and  other  persons  from  whom  official  information  is  desired  provided  such 
information  is  to  be  used  strictly  in  furtherance  of  the  work  for  which  the  empolyee 
received  the  Federal  appointment.  Caution  should  be  used  in  this  respect  for  fear 
of  the  abuse  of  the  privilege  by  uninstructed  individuals. 

12.  In  order  to  be  mailable  in  penalty  envelopes,  material  relating  to  boys'  and 
girls'  club  work  should  bear  the  heading  prescribed  in  paragraph  3  of  this  circular  and 
be  prepared  in  such  manner  as  to  emphasize  primarily  the  demonstrational  features 
of  such  work,  and  any  mention  of  social  activities  such  as  picnics,  parades,  base  ball 
games,  hay  rides,  etc.,  must  be  merely  incidental  thereto.  It  should  be  made  clear 
that  the  purpose  of  such  social  activities  is  to  reinforce  the  demonstrations  being 
conducted. 

13.  The  mere  wording  of  circulars,  letters,  etc.,  does  not  determine  their  mail- 
ability  free  of  postage.  The  purpose  of  the  employees  in  sending  the  matter,  the 
circumstances  and  conditions  under  which  it  is  being  sent,  as  well  as  the  subject 
matter  thereof,  should  be  considered  in  determining  what  matter  is  entitled  to  be 
mailed  free,  and  only  such  matter  as  relates  to  their  work  as  employees  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  should  be  so  mailed.  In  order  to  avoid  confusion 
and  misunderstanding,  and  to  eliminate  the  indiscriminate  use  of  penalty  envelopes, 
postmasters  should  submit  specimens  of  all  doubtful  matter  to  the  Third  Assistant 
Postmaster  General,  Division  of  Classification,  Washington,  D.  C,  for  examination 
and  determination  as  to  their  mailability  free  under  the  penalty  privilege.

RULINGS   OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE  ON 
USE   OF  SMITH-LEVER  FUNDS. 

[March  1,  1922.] 

1.  Rulings  relating  to  prohibitions  in  the  Smith-Lever  Act. 

Section  5  of  the  act  contains  the  following  express  prohibitions: 
"No  portion  of  said  moneys  shall  be  applied,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  the  purchase, 
erection,  preservation,  or  repair  of  any  building  or  buildings,  or  the  purchase  or  rental 
of  land,  or  in  college-course  teaching,  lectures  in  colleges,  promoting  agricultural 
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trains,  or  any  other  purpose  not  specified  in  this  act,  and  not  more  than  five  per 
centum  of  each  annual  appropriation  shall  be  applied  to  the  printing  and  distribution 
of  publications. " 

CONFERENCE  OF  EXTENSION  WORKERS. 

Expenses  incurred  in  attending  conferences  of  extension  employees  wdthin  the 
State  to  receive  information  to  be  used  in  extension  work  may  be  paid  from  Smith - 
Lever  funds  when  the  employee  has  received  authority  from  the  extension  director 
to  attend  the  conference. 

Salaries  or  expenses  of  extension  agents  while  taking  courses  of  instruction  in 
schools  or  colleges  must  not  be  paid  from  Smith-Lever  funds. 

Smith-Lever  funds  can  not  be  used  for  salaries  or  expenses  of  lecturers  at  college 
courses  of  instruction,  such  as  short  courses  held  at  the  colleges. 

FEES,  ASSOCIATION  OP  LAND-GRANT  COLLEGES. 

Smith-Lever  funds  must  not  be  used  to  pay  a  fee  to  the  Association  of  Land-Grant 
Colleges. 

AGRICULTURAL  TRAINS. 

Expenses  connected  with  agricultural  trains  run  in  cooperation  with  railroads  or 
other  agencies  must  not  be  paid  from  Smith-Lever  funds.  An  agricultural  train  is 
a  special  train  carrying  speakers  with  or  without  apparatus  or  exhibit  materials  and 
making  stops  at  stations  along  the  railroad  line  at  which  addresses  on  agricultural 
subjects  are  delivered  or  exhibits  shown  on  the  train  or  in  its  immediate  \icinity. 
This  prohibition  does  not  apply  to  cars  used  by  the  college  to  transport  demonstration 
material  for  use  by  extension  agents  at  meetings  held  in  different  parts  of  the  State. 

2.  Rulings  relating  to  the  terms  or  intent  of  special  provisions  in  the  Smith-Lever  Act. 

TRANSFER  OF  FUNDS  TO  COOPERATING  INSTITUTIONS  OR  AGENCIES. 

•        (Section  1.) 

A  land-grant  college  designated  by  the  State  legislature  to  receive  the  benefits 
of  the  Smith-Lever  Extension  Act  has  no  authority  to  transfer  Smith-Lever  funds 
to  any  cooperating  institution  or  agency  and  can  not  relieve  itself  by  any  cooperatiA-e 
agreement  from  full  responsibility  for  accounting  for  the  use  of  all  such  funds  or  from 
the  direct  administration  of  the  cooperative  extension  work  in  the  State. 

EXPENSES  OF  CLUB  OR  FARM  BUREAU  MEMBERS. 

(Section  2.) 

Smith-Lever  funds  must  not  be  used  for  travel,  subsistence,  tuition,  or  other  expenses 
of  members  of  boys'  and  girls'  clubs,  farm  bureaus,  or  other  organizations  or  individuals 
in  attending  courses  of  instruction  in  schools  or  colleges  or  making  tours  of  observation 
i      or  for  purchasing  live  stock  or  other  materials. 

EXHIBITS  AT  FAIRS. 

Exhibits  prepared  for  fairs  and  paid  for  from  Smith-Lever  funds  must  be  confined 
to  those  illustrating  definite  phases  of  extension  work.  Exhibits  showing  in  a  general 
way  the  equipment  and  work  of  the  college  or  experiment  station  must  not  be  paid 
for  from  Smith-Le\  er  funds.  These  funds  must  not  be  used  to  relieve  fair  associations 
of  expense  for  buildings,  installation,  labor,  judging  of  exhibits,  admission  fees,  etc., 
which  they  would  otherwise  bear,  or  to  pay  for  exhibits  of  agricultural  or  other  products 
or  resources  of  communities,  counties,  or  States.  In  general,  Smith-Lever  funds 
should  be  sparingly  used  for  exhibit  purposes. 
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EXPENSES  OF  CARING  FOR  ANIMALS  BELONGING  TO  CLUB  MEMBERS. 

Smith-Lever  funds  must  not  be  used  for  feeding  and  caring  for  animals  belonging 
to  club  members,  even  when  such  animals  are  used  as  exhibits  at  fairs. 

MUSICAL  ENTERTAINMENT. 

Smith-Lever  funds  must  not  be  used  to  pay  the  expenses  of  musical  entertainment 
given  in  connection  with  demonstrations,  meetings,  or  extension  schools. 

PRIZES,  UNIFORMS,  BADGES,  PENNANTS,  ETC. 

Smith-Lever  funds  must  not  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  uniforms,  prizes,  badges, 
pennants,  or  other  insignia  used  in  connection  with  extension  work  or  for  travel 
in  connection  with  the  purchase  of  such  things. 

PURCHASE    OF   SEEDS,    FERTILIZERS,    ETC. 

Smith-Lever  funds  must  not  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  seeds,  fertilizers,  or  other 
materials  for  distribution  to  farmers  or  others  or  for  lise  in  field  demonstrations  except 
when  it  can  be  clearly  shown  that  provision  for  such  demonstrations  could  not  be  made 
in  any  other  way  and  that  the  importance  of  the  demonstration  outweighs  the  ob\i- 
ous  disadvantage  of  such  a  practice  as  affecting  the  principle  of  self-help  wliich 
demonsti-ation  work  should  always  inculcate. 

EXTENSION   PUBLICATIONS — CONTENTS. 

Publications  prepared,  printed,  and  distributed  with  Smith-Lever  funds  must  be 
confined  exclusively  to  those  containing  "useful  and  practical  information"  on  sub- 
jects relating  to  agriculture  and  home  economics,  prepared  in  form  suitable  for  use  in 
extension  work  and  certified  to  by  the  extension  director  as  in  "furtherance  of  the 
purpose"  of  the  Smith-Lever  Act.  Reports  of  experiments  or  publications  intended 
for  use  in  schools  should  not  be  paid  for  from  Smith-Lever  funds. 

COLLEGE    ANNOUNCEMENTS. 

Smith-Lever  funds  must  not  be  used  to  print  or  distribute  announcements  of  short 
or  long  courses  offered  by  the  colleges,  programs,  of  college  meetings  or  other  college 
announcements . 

REPORTS    OF  PROCEEDINGS    OF    ORGANIZATIONS. 

Smith-Lever  funds  must  not  be  used  to  print  or  distribute  reports  of  proceedings  of 
farm  bureaus,  councils  of  agriculture,  or  other  organizations,  even  though  the  subject 
matter  of  these  proceedings  relates  wholly  to  agriculture  or  home  economics. 

CIRCULATING   LIBRARIES. 

Smith-Lever  funds  must  not  be  used  for  the  purchase,  care,  or  distribution  of  books 
which  are  to  be  circulated  in  farming  or  other  communities. 

EXPENSES    OF   FARM   BUREAU    OFFICI.^LS. 

Smith-Lever  funds  must  not  be  used  to  pay  salaries,  travel  or  other  expenses  of 
officials  of  farm  bureaus  or  other  similar  organizations  incurred  in  connection  with  ex- 
tension work,  because  such  officials  are  not  extension  employees. 

USE    OF   OFFSET   FUNDS. 

(Section  3.) 

Funds  from  any  source  used  by  any  State  as  offset  to  Federal  Smith-Lever  funds 
must  be  used  under  projects  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  for  the  same 
purposes  and  accounted  for  in  the  same  way  as  Federal  Smith-Lever  funds. 
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RESERVE    FUNDS. 

Smith-Lever  funds  budgeted  as  "reserves"  or  not  allotted  to  any  approved  project 
must  not  be  expended  for  any  purpose  until  the  department  has  approved  their  use 
for  particular  projects. 

RENT,    HEAT,    LIGHT,    POWER,    AND   JANITOR   SERVICE. 

Smith-Lever  funds  must  not  be  used  for  rent  of  college  buildings.  Charges  for  heat, 
light,  power,  and  janitor  services  made  against  Smith-Lever  funds  must  be  based  on 
the  actua^  ser^dce  rendered  to  the  extension  division  of  the  college. 

INTEREST   AND    SALES   FUNDS. 

Interest  on  Smith-Lever  funds  and  money  accruing  from  the  sale  of  property  ac- 
quired by  the  colleges  as  the  result  of  expenditures  of  Smith-Lever  funds  should  in 
equity  be  used  for  extension  work  of  the  type  required  under  the  pro^dsions  of  the 
Smith-Lever  Act. 

SALARIES    OF   DEANS   AND   HEADS    OF   DEPARTMENTS. 

College  officers  must  not  receive  any  portion  of  their  salary  from  Smith-Lever  funds 
unless  they  regularly  perform  duties  pertaining  to  extension  work  under  approved 
project  agreements  or  plans  of  work  setting  forth  the  nature  and  extent  of  these  duties 
and  the  portion  of  their  salaries  which  is  to  be  paid  for  their  performance. 

OUT  OF  STATE  TRAVEL  OF  EXTENSION  EMPLOYEES. 

Smith-Lever  funds  may  be  used  for  expenses  outside  the  State : 

(1)  In  traveling  to  conferences  called  jointly  by  the  States  Relation  Service  and  the 
Committee  on  Extension  Organization  and  Policy  of  the  Association  of  Land-Grant 
Colleges. 

(2)  In  traveling  to  conference  with  officials  of  the  States  Relations  Service. 

[?>)  In  bringing  into  the  State  persons  to  specifically  ad^dse  extension  workers  in 
conference  on  approved  projects. 

(4)When  necessary  in  bringing  in  persons  whose  employment  is  under  consideration 
or  in  visiting  such  persons  up  to  a  reasonable  expense. 

(5)  No  other  expenses  for  travel  outside  the  State  may  be  charged  to  Smith-Lever 
funds  except  those  which  will  further  in  some  definite  way  the  work  of  a  regularly 
approved  project. 

(6)  Travel  outside  the  State  for  commercial  purposes  such  as  the  purchase  of  live 
stock,  seeds,  etc.,  for  individuals  or  groups  of  individuals  should  be  borne  by  those 
directly  benefited  and  not  charged  against  Smith-Lever  funds. 

AGENCIES   TO    HANDLE    CONTRIBUTIONS    FROM    OUTSIDE    SOURCES. 

The  following  item  regarding  contributions  of  public  and  private  agencies  to  enter- 
prises involving  cooperation  with  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  contained  in  the 
agricultural  appropriation  act  of  1919,  applies  to  all  funds  used  for  cooperative  exten- 
sion work: 

'"That  hereafter  in  carrying  on  the  activities  of  the  Department  of  Agiiculture 
involving  cooperation  with  State,  county  and  municipal  agencies,  associations  of 
farmers,  individual  farmers,  universities,  colleges,  boards  of  trade,  chambers  of  com- 
merce, or  other  local  associations  of  business  men,  business  organizations,  and  individ- 
uals within  the  State,  Territory,  district  or  insular  possession  in  which  such  activities 
are  to  be  carried  on,  moneys  contributed  from  such  outside  som'ces,  except  in  the  case 
of  the  authorized  activities  of  the  Forest  Service,  shall  be  paid  only  through  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  or  thi'ough  State,  county  or  municipal  agencies,  or  local  farm 
bureaus  or  like  organizations,  cooperating  for  the  purpose  with  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture." 

3.  Statements  relating  to  matters  which  will  not  he  "  mutually  agreed  upon  hy  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  and  the  State  agricultural  college  receiving  the  benefits  of  the  Smith- 
Lever  Act.'' 

farmers'    INSTITUTES. 

The  department  will  not  agi-ee  to  the  use  of  Smith-Lever  funds  for  farmers'  institutes 
unless  they  are  planned  and  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  appro v^ed  pro- 
jects for  this  purpose. 
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CORRESPOXDEXCE    COURSES. 

The  department  will  not  agree  to  the  use  of  Smith-Lever  funds  for  correspondence 
courses. 

PERMANENT    EQUIPMENT    IN    COUNTY    OFFICES. 

The  department  will  not  agree  to  expenditures  from  Smith-Lever  funds  for  perma- 
nent equipment,  such  as  desks,  t>'pe\vriters.  etc.,  for  use  in  county  offices,  owing  to  the 
difficulty  of  keeping  track  of  such  property  and  settling  questions  of  ownership. 

INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  EXTENSION  ACCOUNTING. 

[July  ],  1922.1 

Accounts  and  vouchers  for  all  funds  used  in  extension  work  under  the  Smith-Lever 
Act  should  be  regularly  kept  at  the  college  in  each  State  recei^ing  the  benefits  of  this 
act,  even  though  the  original  accounts  and  vouchers  are  kept  in  the  office  of  the  State 
treasurer  or  other  official.  If  the  college  keeps  only  duplicate  vouchers  these  should 
bear  e\T.dence  of  their  pa^Tnent  by  reference  to  the  warrant  or  otherwise.  Expendi- 
tures from  both  Federal  and  other  funds  which  are  included  in  the  account  for  any 
Federal  fiscal  year  should  be  confined  to  those  actually  made  in  the  maintenance  of 
the  extension  service  during  that  year.  Separate  accounts  for  expenditures  of  the 
Smith- Lever  Federal  fund  and  funds  from  within  the  State  used  to  offset  that  fund 
should  be  kept  in  accordance  with  the  pro\'isions  of  the  financial  schedules  prescribed 
by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  should  be  supported  by  vouchers  approved  by  the 
director  of  extension  work. 

From  whatever  source  derived,  funds  which  are  used  to  offset  Federal  Smith-Lever 
fuitds  will  be  subject  to  the  same  limitations  as  regards  the  character  of  the  expendi- 
tures as  the  Federal  Smith- Lever  funds. 

LOCAL   ACCOUNTS. 

Vouchers  for  expenditures  from  funds  contributed  to  the  State  Smith-Lever  funds 
by  counties,  local  organizations,  or  individuals  should  be  approved  by  the  director  of 
extension  work,  as  well  as  by  the  county  officer  or  other  representative  of  the  con- 
tributing parties,  and  be  paid  by  the  county  or  other  local  treasurer,  who  should  file  a 
certificate  of  payment  with  the  director  of  extension  work.  Either  the.  original 
vouchers  or  duplicates  should  be  on  file  at  the  college. 

VOUCHERS. 

The  classification  in  accordance  with  the  headings  prescribed  by  the  department 
should  be  indicated  on  all  vouchers  or  accompanying  jackets.  Every  voucher  should 
further  indicate  the  fund  from  which  the  expenditure  is  made  and  the  project  or  pro- 
jects to  which  the  expenditure  relates. 

SALARIES    OR    LABOR. 

Th3re  should  be  a  pay  roll  or  an  individual  voucher  which  should  indicate  the  period 
for  which  the  salary  charge  is  made,  the  annual  rate  of  salary,  general  description  of 
duties  (grade  or  title),  and  should  contain  the  personal  signature  of  each  individual 
paid  and  the  indorsement  of  the  director  of  extension  work.  Separate  pay  rolls  or 
indi\'idual  vouchers  for  labor  and  for  salaries  should  be  kept. 

TRAVEL    EXPENSES. 

Vouchers  for  travel  should  give  the  purpose  and  dates  for  each  trip  and  show  an 
itemized  account  of  all  railroad  and  boat  fares,  livery,  bus.  and  street-car  expenses, 
payments  for  subsistence,  and  miscellaneous  items.  The  voucher  should  give  refer- 
ence to  the  authorization  to  travel  and  contain  the  personal  signature  of  the  individual 
paid  and  the  indorsement  of  the. director.  There  should  be  vouchers  showing  the 
purchase  of  mileage  books  and  subvouchers  showing  how  and  when  the  mileage  was 
used.  Expenses  for  supplies  and  other  material  should  not  be  included  in  travel 
accounts. 
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OTHER    EXPENSES. 

(Supplies  and  miscellaneous.) 

There  should  be  an  itemized  account  of  all  supplies  and  miscellaneous  articles 
purchased  and  the  vouchers  should  indicate  when  the  goods  were  received  and  the 
date  of  payment,  and  should  bear  the  signature  of  the  payee  and  indorsement  of  the 
director.     A  detailed  invoice  should  be  tiled  whenever  a  voucher  check  is  used. 

ACCOUNT] NO    BY   PROJECTS, 

A  separate  account  should  be  kept  for  each  project  under  each  fund  from  which  paid. 

All  salary  and  expenses  of  a  person  regnlarlu  carrying  on  a  definite  type  of  extension 
work  are  chargeable  to  the  project  covering  that  type  of  work  and  not  to  a  project  to 
which  he  may  be  temporarily  assigned.  The  vouchers  should  be  classified  according 
to  the  projects  as  actually  approved  by  the  department. 

Project — Administration. — Expenditures  reported  under  "Administration-'  should 
include  the  salary  and  expenses  of  the  director,  editors,  and  othf  r  persons  employed 
in  the  central  office,  but  the  salaries  and  expenses  of  State  agents  or  State  leaders  of 
special  lines  of  work  and  the  clerical  force  exclusively  employed  in  such  work  should 
be  charged  to  the  particular  line  of  work  in  which  they  are  engaged  and  not  to  admin- 
istration. 

Project — Printing  and  distribution  of  puhlications. — Expenditures  under  this  project 
include  the  cost  of  j)rinting  and  envelopes  and  salary  of  labor  and  other  expenses  in 
connection  with  mailing  and  distributing  of  publications.  It  includes  any  printed 
matter  containing  information  on  agriculture  and  home  economics.  Any  expense  for 
mailing  room  labor  should  be  charged  under  "labor^'  (0112).  Similarly,  such  sup- 
plies as  envelopes,  equipment,  etc.,  should  be  charged  under  the  proper  heading. 
The  printing  of  any  material  not  charged  to  the  printing  and  distribution  project  should 
be  charged  to  the  project  concerned;  that  is,,  the  printing  of  letterheads  should  be 
charged  to  the  administration  or  the  subject-matter  project  concerned.  The  cost  of 
gathering  material,  etc.,  for  publications  should  be  charged  against  the  project  to 
which  the  publication  applies.  The  salary  and  expenses  of  the  extension  editor 
should  be  charged  to  the  "administration  project." 

Project — County  agricultural  ivorJc. — This  should  include  all  salaries  and  clerical 
and  other  expenses  of  county  agricultural  agents  and  their  supervisirg  officers. 

Project — County  home  demonstration  work. — Under  this  project  should  be  included 
all  expenditures  for  county  home  demonstration  agents  and  their  supervising  officers. 

Project — Extension  schools. — Under  this  project  should  be  included  expenses  for 
schools  held  in  local  communities,  but  it  should  not  include  the  salaries,  for  example, 
of  resident  county  extension  agents  temporarily  employed  in  such  work.  If  specialists 
and  other  extension  agents  occasionally  participate  in  movable  schools,  their  salaries 
should  be  charged  against  the  project  to  which  they  give  the  major  portion  of  their 
time,  but  other  expenses  incident  to  participation  in  the  extension  schools  are  proper 
charges  against  the  project. 

Project — Boys '  club  work. — If  this  work  is  carried  on  through  a  separate  State  leader 
and  district  and  county  agents,  there  should  be  a  separate  account  covering  the  expense 
of  such  agents. 

Project^— Gi'rZs '  club  work. — If  this  work  is  carried  on  through  a  separate  State  leader 
and  district  and  county  agents,  there  should  be  a  separate  account  covering  the  ex- 
penses of  such  agents. 

_  Separate  projects  and  accounts  should  be  set  up  for  each  line  of  work  requiring  the 
time  of  at  least  one  person. 

CLASSIFICATION  OF  EXTENSION  ACCOUNTS. 

The  scheme  for  classification  of  extension  accounts  by  items  of  expense  provides 
for  nine  ledger  headings  (with  numerical  symbols)  as  follows: 

01.  Personal  services. — Under  this  ledger  heading  are  grouped  all  expenditures  for 
services  of  employees  engaged  in  cooperative  extension  work. 

02.  Supplies  and  materials. — In  this  group  are  included  those  articles  or  things 
which  when  applied  to  the  use  to  which  they  are  adapted  are  consumed,  or  if  not  con- 
sumed, are  not  to  be  held  for  return  or  specific  account  by  the  person  to  whom  issued 
for  use. 
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05.  Communication  service. — Under  this  heading  are  grouped  those  expenditm-es 
incurred  in  connection  with  the  transmission  of  messages.  ' 

06.  Travel  expenses. — Under  this  heading  are  grouped  all  expenditures  incurred 
in  connection  with  travel,  including  subsistences  while  in  travel  status. 

07.  Transportation  of  things  (service). — Under  this  heading  are  grouped  those  expen- 
ditures incurred  in  connection  with  the  carrying  of  things.  It  includes  freight  and 
incidental  charges,  express,  parcel  post,  and  local  transportation  such  as  drayage. 

08.  Printing,  binding,  etc. — Under  this  heading  are  grouped  all  expenditures  for 
contractual  ser\ices,  such  as  job  printing,  engra^^.ng,  lithographing,  binding,  photo- 
graphing, and  duplicating  incurred  in  issuing  publication  on  extension  work. 

10.  Furnishing  of  heat,  light,  power, ^  water,  and  electricity  (service).- — ^These  are  con- 
tractual services  for  keeping  the  buildings  heated  or  provided  with  light,  power, 
water,  or  electricity. 

30.  Equipment. — Under  this  heading  are  grouped  those  expenditures  made  in  the 
purchasing  or  in  the  production  of  things  or  parts  of  things  which  are  adapted  to  con- 
tinuing use;  for  example,  under  this  item  would  be  charged  type^vTiters  as  well  as 
parts. 

Miscellaneous: 

1100.  Rent  of  buildings. 

1373.  Laundry  and  towel  service. 

1380.  Special  and  miscellaneous  expenses  not  elsewhere  provided  for. 

In  the  majority  of  cases  the  classification  of  individual  entries  will  be  apparent, 
and  no  suggestion  is  needed.  In  the  case  of  a  considerable  number  of  items,  however, 
questions  have  arisen  from  time  to  time  and  considerable  diversity  of  practice  has  been 
noted.  The  following  list  has  accordingly  been  prepared  to  serve  as  a  guide  in  this 
matter,  and  while  in  no  sense  complete  it  will  often  suggest  the  classification  of  other 
items  not  enumerated. 

It  is  recognized  that  in  several  instances  the  classification  suggested  is  a  more  or  less 
arbitrary  one,  and  that  the  items  might  with  propriety  be  placed  under  other  headings. 
Rarely  would  two  persons  classify  an  entire  account  exactly  the  same  in  all  particulars. 
These  suggestions  will,  however,  enable  greater  uniformity  and  thus  make  the  ex- 
tension accounts  more  readily  comparable  when  re\T.ewed  or  tabulated  for  pub- 
lication.

STATEMENT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  AGRICULTURE  CONCERNING  THE 
RELATION  OF  FEDERAL  COOPERATIVE  EXTENSION  EMPLOYEES  TO 
AGRICULTURAL    ORGANIZATIONS. 


[August  25,  1922.] 

The  act  of  Congress  approved  May  S,  1914,  and  supplemental  acts  thereto,  estab- 
lished cooperative  agidcultural  extension  work  between  the  Federal  Depai'tment  of 
Agriculture  and  State  agricultural  colleges.  Section  2  of  that  act  defines  the  work 
as  follows : 

"Sec.  2.  That  cooperative  agricultural  extension  work  shall  consist  of  the  giving 
of  instruction  and  practical  demonstrations  in  agriculture  and  home  economics  to 
persons  not  attending  or  resident  in  said  colleges  in  the  several  communities,  and  im- 
parting to  such  persons  information  on  said  subjects  through  field  demonstrations, 
publications,  and  otherwise;  and  this  work  shall  be  carried  on  in  such  manner  as  may 
he  mutually  agreed  upon  by  the  Secretary  of  Agidculture  and  the  State  agricultural 
college  or  colleges  recei^'ing  the  benefits  of  this  act." 

It  is  thus  made  clear  that  the  work  of  the  cooperative  extension  employees,  whether 
county  agents,  home  demonstration  agents,  boys'  and  girls'  club  agents,  or  other 
cooperative  extension  workers,  is  educational.  These  extension  workers  arc  public 
teachers  paid  with  money  largely  raised  from  all  of  the  people  bv  taxation  and  are 
charged  ^vith  giAing  instruction  and  practical  demonstrations  in  agriculture  and  home 
economics.  Their  work  covers  the  entire  rural  field,  which  includes  economic  pro- 
duction, economic  marketing,  and  the  development  of  better  home,  community,  and 
social  conditions. 

As  they  are  public  teachers  it  is  not  a  part  of  the  official  duties  of  extension  agents 
to  perform  for  individual  farmers  or  for  organizations  the  actual  operations  of  produc- 
tion, marketing,  or  the  Aarious  activities  necessary  to  the  proper  conduct  of  business 
or  social  organizations.  They  may  not  properly  act  as  organizers  lor  farmers'  associa- 
tions: conduct  membership  campaigns;  solicit  membership;  edit  organization  pub- 
lications; manage  cooperative  business  enterprises;  engage  in  commercial  activities: 
act  as  financial  or  business  agents,  or  take  part  in  any  of  the  work  of  farmers"  organiza- 
tions, or  of  an  individual  farmer,  which  is  outside  of  their  duties  avS  defined  by  the 
law  and  by  the  approved  projects  governing  their  work.  They  are  expected,  however, 
to  make  available  to  organizations  such  information  as  will  be  helpful  to  them  and 
contribute  to  the  success  of  their  work.

The  various  Federal  laws  provide  that  cooperati^'e  extension  work  shall  be  con- 
ducted in  such  manner  as  shall  be  mutually  agreed  upon  by  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
cultiu-e  and  the  State  agricultural  colleges.  By  an  agreement  between  these  agencies 
an  extension  director  located  in  each  State  is  the  representative  of  both  the  college 
and  the  department.  He  submits  projects  for  extension  work  to  the  Secretary  for 
approval. 

In  carrying  out  these  projects  the  law  pro\ides  that  no  Federal  Smith-Lever  money 
except  $10,000  per  State  shall  be  paid  to  the  States  for  cooperative  extension  work 
until — 

"*  *  *  an  equal  sum  has  been  appropriated  for  that  year  by  the  legislature  of 
such  State,  or  provided  by  State,  county,  college,  local  authority,  or  indi\'idual  con- 
tributions from  within  the  State,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  cooperative  agricultural 
extension  work  provided  for  in  this  act," 

Under  a  later  act  provision  was  made  that-^ 
a*    *    *    moneys  contributed  from  such  outside  sources    *    *    *    shall  be  paid 
only  through  the'Secretary  of  Agriculture  or  through  State,  county  or  municipal  agen- 
cies, or  local  farm  bureaus  or  like  organizations,  cooperating  for  the  purpose  with  the 
Secretary  of  xlgriculture." 

This  makes  it  ^'ery  clear  that  the  law  contemplates  cooperation  with  farmers' 
organizations  willing  to  cooperate  in  the  work  with  which  the  cooperative  extension 
agent  is  charged.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  extension  accents  to  render  such  assistance 
whenever  possible  in  his  teaching  capacity  to  any  agricultural  organizations  desiring 
it.  Furthermore,  the  work  of  these  extension  agents  can  be  the  most  effective  where 
it  is  carried  on  with  organized  groups  of  rural  people.  It  is  entirely  proper  for  any 
agricultural  organization  desiring  to  cooperate  financially  in  the  work  of  the  extension 
agents  to  contribute  funds  for  the  support  of  such  work,  and  these  funds  may  be 
accepted  legally  by  the  extension  ser\ice  of  the  agricultural  colleges  and  by  the  Fed- 
eral Government  for  work  on  approved  projects. 

In  short,  it  is  the  business  of  the  extension  agent  to  cooperate  with  all  agricultural 
organizations  which  desire  to  cooperate  on  approved  projects.  If  more  than  one 
organization  exists  in  a  county,  he  must  cooperate  with  all  fairly  and  impartially  in 
the  educational  work  in  which  they  are  mutually  interested. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  must  necessarily  consider  in  its  administration  of 
Federal  cooperative  extension  funds  the  laws  which  have  been  passed  by  the  ^'arious 
State  legislatures  in  accepting  these  funds  and  under  which  agTeements  have  been 
made  with  those  States  for  conducting  this  work.  If  special  proiisions  relating  to 
the  methods  of  cooperation  with  agricultural  organizations  or  other  agencies  are  con- 
tained in  the  State  laws,  which  do  not  conflict  with  the  Federal  laws,  it  is  clearly 
the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  Agricultui'e  to  accept  such  pro\dsions  in  a  cooperative 
project. 

ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  HATCH,  ADAMS,  AND  SMITH- 
LEVER  ACTS. 

Extract  from  an  act  making  appropriations  for  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30, 1923,  and  for  other  purposes. 

To  enable  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  above  acts 
[Hatch  and  Adams  Acts]  and  the  act  approved  May  8. 1914,  entitled  "'An  act  to  pro\T.de 
for  cooperative  agricultural  extension  work  between  the  agricultural  colleges  in  the 
several  States  receiving  the  benefits  of  an  act  of  Congress  approved  July  2,  1862, 
and  of  acts  supplementary  thereto,  and  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture, ' ' 
relative  to  their  administration  and  for  the  administration  of  agricultural  experiment 
stations  in  Alaska,  Hawaii,  Porto  Rico,  the  island  of  Guam,  and  the  Virgin  Islands 
of  the  United  States,  including  the  employment  of  clerks,  assistants,  and  other  persons 
in  the  city  of  Washington  and  elsewhere,  freight  and  express  charges,  official  traveling 
expenses,  office  fixtures,  supplies,  apparatus,  telegraph  and  telephone  service,  gas, 
electric  current,  and  rent  outside  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  $68,700;  and  the  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  the  annual  financial  statement  required 
under  the  above  acts,  ascertain  whether  the  expenditures  are  in  accordance  with 
their  provisions,  coordinate  the  work  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  with  that 
of  the  State  agricultural  colleges  and  experiment  stations  in  the  lines  authorized  in 
said  acts,  and  make  report  thereon  to  Congress. 
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ANNUAL  REPORT  ON  WORK  AND  EXPENDITURES  UNDER  THE 
HATCH,  ADAMS,  AND  SMITH-LEVER  ACTS. 

Extract  from  an  act  making  appropriations  for  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 

June  30, 1916. 

That  hereafter  there  be  prepared  by  the  Department  -  of  Agriculture  an  annual 
report  on  the  work  and  expenditures  of  the  agricultural  experiment  stations  estab- 
lished under  the  act  of  Congress  of  March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven 
(Twenty-fourth  Statutes  at  Large,  page  four  hundred  and  forty),  on  the  work  and 
expenditures  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in  connection  therewith,  and  on  the 
cooperative  agricultural  extension  work  and  expenditures  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  agricultural  colleges  under  the  act  of  May  eighth,  nineteen  hundred 
and  fourteen,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  cooperative  agricultural  extension  work 
between  the  agricultural  colleges  in  the  several  States  receiving  the  benefits  of  an 
act  of  Congress  approved  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  of  acts 
supplementary  thereto,  and  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture'';  and 
that  there  be  printed  annually  eight  thousand  copies  of  said  report,  of  which  one 
thousand  copies  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  Senate,  two  thousand  copies  for  the  use 
of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  five  thousand  copies  for  the  use  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  (38  Stat.  L.  1110). 
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
